President Roosevelt took prompt action 
today in response to the resolution passed by 
the house yesterday regarding the merger 
between the Pennsylvania, Baltimore and 
Ohio, and Chesapeake and Ohio railroad sys- 


“oe the resolution at once to the office 
of the interstate commerce commission, and 
that body held a special meeting before noon 
and started the secretary and his clerks upon 
the collection of data necessary to answer 
the house resolution. 

As was anticipated yesterday, the resolue 

tion has created a tremendous hubbub in rail- 
rosé af financial circles. There was an in- 
eyitable bear raid upon railroad securities 
and Wall street was paralyzed with fright 
for @ little while. The lesson of Northern 
Securities was well learned, and the stock 
jobbers realized immediately yesterday after- 
noon that the Pennsylvania probably had 
been guilty of a technical violation of the 
law. 
While criminal prosecution might not be 
necessary, it was realized, of course, if the 
Pennsylvania should be compelled to release 
tts grasp upon its physical competitors there 
would be a general scramble for Baltimore 
and Ohio and Chesapeake and Ohio in coase- 
quence of the unsettling of values every time 
the government took a new move. 


Searching Inquiry Probable. 

» I was told at the interstate commerce 
eommission today that the resolution passed 
by the house does not involve any extended 
investigation whatsoever. All the informa- 
tion asked for by President Roosevelt of the 
commission this morning in response to the 
resolution can be prepared from the records 
on ‘file in the office. Under the interstate 
commerce law the railroads are required to 
file detailed reports of their stock holdings 
and general management. This information 
ig not given to the public, but it is official, 
and the president of course will transmit 
it to congress, as requested Ly the house reso- 
lotion, 

It was said at the commission, however, 
that while the resolution, as passed, does not 
ark for any investigation, information ob- 
tained from the official reports will be of such

‘Vestigation either by one of its own commit- 
teés or directly by the department of justice. 
President Roosevelt appears to be heartily 
in sympathy with the entire movement, as 
shown by the fact that he forwarded the 
resolution with his own directions to the 
interstate commerce commission almost as 
goon as it was received from the capitol. 
When he gets information in his own hands 
the president is at liberty to send it to the 
house or withhold it if he thinks publication 
of information is not ‘‘ compatible with pub- 
lic interests." The president is an original 
champion of publicity, amd he will, I am told, 
submit to congress every scrap of official 
information he can obtain from the files. 


Stock Control Not Absolute. 


I learned today that official reports in pos- 
session of the interstate commerce commis- 
sion which will be submitted to congress do 
not show that the Pennsylvania company has 
Scquired the actual controlling interest in 

and Ohio and Baltimore and 
Ohio, To that extent this merger is different 
from the Northern Securities combination, 
because in the latter case practically all the 
stock of the merged railroads was put directly 
in the hands of the holding company and the 
minority interests were too small to be con- 
sidered. The Pennsylvania probably has 
Scted under the advice of counsel in this 
matter and has bought less than a controlling 
interest in each of the three roads, because 
the merger of course includes the Norfolk and 
Western, although that is really a feeder line 
to reach the seaboard at Newport News.

At a meeting of the Anti- 
Crime league in the afternoon the sentiment 
Was unanimous for $1,000 saloon licenses—a 
measure which will at once provide funds for 
the employment of more policemen and re- 
duce the number of barrooms. 

At a night session of the Law and Order 
league, the Rev. John Norris Hall, pastor 
of Wesley Methodist Episcopal church and 
leader in anti-crime agitation since the Hol- 
lister murder, presented an unexpected ob- 
ject lesson in Chicago criminality It was an 
account of the pursuit of a woman member 
of his congregation by a degenerate youth. 
The incident occurred In the afternoon and 
illustrated the prevailing conditions which 
have wrottght up public sentiment t0 a pitch 
not before known, 

In the afternoon it was announced by the 
state's attorney that beginning this morning 
eight judges would sit in the Criminal court 
and nedavor to clear up the calendar which 
includes the cases of ninety men and women 
charged with murder and attempted homi- 
cide. 


Tells of Woman Being Pursued. 

The object lesson which the Rev. Dr. Hall 
furnished the Law and Order league con- 
cerned nothing less than the pursuit of Mrs. 
W. J. Miles, 260 Seminary plece, a member of 
Wesley congregation, by a criminal. With- 
out using the name of the victim, Dr. Hall 
told the story of her flight for refuge into 
his own house at 1009 Seminary avenue. 

“ Who dare§ to say that the apprehension 
of the murderer of Mrs. Hollister has cowed 
the degenerate youths of the city?’’ demand- 
ed Dr. Hall. . i 

“At 3 o'clock this afternoon a gentlewoman 
Was pursued by a man in the neighborhood 
of my church, where a district W. C. T. U. 
convention was in session. She was accost- 
ed by a young man when passing under the 
eleWated railroad structure at Bissell street. 
He insulted the woman and followed her to

“Then he followed her until she entered 
my house to avoid pursuit. I went out to 
look for the young man?” A man with a black 
face but a white heart, who-drove a coal 
wagon, had put the miscreant to flight. I 
obtained « description of the youth, who was 
a blonde and well dressed, and furnished it 
‘o Lieut. Schlau of the North Halsted street 
pelice station. 

“It is time for Mayor Dunne to stop and 
think. When a resolution was passed in 
Covenant Presbyterian church in December, 
calling on the mayor to close the saloons 
Sundays, he replied that his ‘ position was 
taken before his election.’ Jt was not long 
after the passage of the resolution that Mrs. 
Hollister’s mutilated bod} was found within 
200 feet of the same church.” 

Dr. Hall took occasion to recall a remark 
raade by @ young man on the steps of a 
church after the Hollister murder. 

“He said he ‘bet she wouldn't have 
acreamed if he had had hold of her,’ ’”’ said 
Dr. Hall. 


Young Men’s League Formed. 

A Young Men’s Anti-Crime league was 
formed at this-night meeting. Dr. H. C. 
Newton, 156 Twenty-fifth street, was made 
chairman of the new organization. It is 
planned to have badges and to make women 
eligible to membership. 

Other speakers at the meeting were Min- 
osuka Yomaquche, M. A., Ph. D., a Japanese 
professor of psycho-therapeutics; Constan- 
tine Antoszenski, a Russian Pole; Carl Ress, 
J. H. Fitch, and Lucy Page Gaston. 

The Juvenile court was pointed to as a 
means of fighting crime. Mr. Ross advccated 
the prosecution of saloonkeepers who seil 
liquors to drunkards.

Committee’s Have Stormy Meeting. 


The Anti-Crime league’s police and legis- 
lative committee held a stormy session in the 
afternoon in the office of W. C. Keough, 153 
La Salle street. The Rev. John Thompson 
of Grace Methodist Episcopal church who 
has been “‘ piperizing ’’ the north side police, 
announced early in the afternoon that he 
would not be at the meeting. His report, 
about which he appeared to be vexed because 
of publicity, had been turned over, he said, 
to Quin O’Brien of the police committee. Mr. 
O'Brien refused to produce the report at the 
behest of Mr. Keough. 

Previous to the forrnal convening of the 
committee Mr. O’Brien aqemanded a secret 
seesion. He said that ‘“ matters were to be 
presented which should be withheld from 
the public.”” !Then the trouble began. 

‘Are we formed into a body o/ sleuths?” 
demanded Mr. Keough with asperity. “I 
thought we were to formulate a constitution 
ard bylaws. I supposed that this was to be 
@u organization for the purpose of doing 
things and not for the exploitation of indi- 
viduals. If I thought I was going into en 
crganization destined to have the same his- 
tory that other reform bodies have had I 
would refuse office room for the meetings. 

“This organization is for the purpose of 
probing into the moral, social, and reform 
conditions existing in Chicago. Everything 
in connection with it should be public.”’ 

* We want the press to have everything,” 
retorted Mr. O’Brien. Then Mr. O’Brien in- 
sisted that the reporters go outside. As he 
was chairman of the committee his desire 
vas acceded to. 


O’Brien Says He Is Insulted. 

When the committee was alone Mr. 
O’Brien declared that he would not serve on 
any committee on the ground that Mr. 
Keough had insulted him. The breach was 
finally patched up by the appointment of Mr. 
O’Brien as chairman of a subcommittee ap- 
pointed to call on the license committee of the 
city council at 2 o'clock today to urge the 
raising of saloon licenses from $500}to $1,000.

President’s Daughter Pleads with 
Camera Fiends in Vain. 


PURSUED AT EVERY ‘TURN: 


Longworth and Fiancee Welcome 
Countess Under Difficulties. 


New York, Jan. 30.—[Special.]—Miss Alice 
Roosevelt is not enjoying her visit to New 
York.. Her friends, her family, and relations 
bave sought to mark the last visit of the 
daughter of the president as Miss Roosevelt 
as one of unalloyed pleasure. The young 
woman came here with the definite object of 
completing her trousseau, but she has been 
sO pursued by the general public and a 
ubiquitous army of camera flends that she 
has become impatient and thoroughl-:- bored. 

Whenever she has appeared in public dur- 
ing the two days of her visit there have been 
the click click of cameras, bold stares, ques- 
tions, and comments of a curious public. At 
first the president’s daughter was disposed 
to accept these attentions in a good natured 
sort of way. But the ever increasing number 
and persistency of those who have followed 
her about, including the camera men, has 
worn out both her good nature and her én- 
durance. 


Curious Throng Pursues. 

Seventy-second street, between Madison 
and Fifth avenue, on which block ts the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Robert Goelet, Miss Roose- 
velt’s hostess, was packed and jammed today 
with a curious crowd. By 9 o'clock in the 
morning, two hours before Miss Roosevelt 
made her appearance, there were five pho- 
tographers with large machines stationed di- 
‘rectly before the door of the Goelet house. 

About 11 o’clock Miss Roosevelt and Mrs. 
Goelet entered the latter’s carriage and 
drove down Fifth avenue. The camera bri- 
gade followed, and the coachman was or- 
dered to turn through a side street ip an 
effort to shake off the photographing brigade. 
The result was that a serious accident nar- 
rowly was averted. A horse attached to a 
florist wagon reared and came down within 
a foot of the back of Mrs. Goelet’s carriage. 

Another order was given and Mrs. Goelet 
and Miss Roosevelt were driven to the resi- 
dence of Mrs. Ogden Mills. Here the car- 
riage was dismissed and after a time Mrs. 
Goelet. Miss Roosevelt, and the Misses Mills 
started for a walk down Fifth avenue. The 
camera men followed and finally the presi- 
dent’s daughter stopped, faced the photogra- 
phers, and said: 

**T do not wish to appear disagreeable, but 
it is awfully annoying to be photographed 
every ten seconds. I would greatly appre- 
ciate it if you would all etop.” 

For answer there was only another click, 
click of the cameras. The young w man 
again repeated her request, to which little 
attention was paid, and she literally was 
driven back to cover in the home of Mrs. 
Goelet. 


Chased to Battery. 


Later in the afternoon Miss Roosevelt and 


Mr. Longworth drove from the Goelet resi- | 


dence to the Battery, where they were to 
board the revenue cutter Manhattan and 
sail down to quarantine to meet the Kaiser 
Wilhelm der Grosse, on which Mr. Long- 
worth's sister, the countess de Chambrun, 
was a passenger. 

The chauffeur of the electric cab that bore 
Miss Roosevelt and her fiancé to the foot of 
Whitehall street evidently did not know the 
location of the dock of the revenue cutters, 
which is next door to the barge office. He 
let them ‘out at Governor’s island landing, a 
hundred feet East riverward of the big 
stone building. A throng of photographers

This statement is made on the authority of 
a number of persons both in Chicago and 
Washington, who consider the enactment of 
a national pure food law fully as important 
as railroad rate or insurance legislation, - 

Why should the Illinois pure food commis. 
sion in common with those of other states 
oppose national food legislation? 

Because it is feared that the Heyburn bill 
will result in thé employment of national 
chemists and national inspectors instead of 
state chemists and state inspectors. The 
opposition proceeds from selfish motives. 


Purpose of Lorimer-Eaton Bill. 


The opposition to the only measure now 
before the senate that stands the least suc- 
cess of passing consists of a plan to weaken 
the concentrated efforts in behalf of the 
Heyburn bill, by the introduction of the 
Eaton-Lorimer bill. : : 

This bill, it is asserted, was drafted by Dr. 
E.'N. Baton, state analyst of the Illinois 
food commission. At all events he has been 
doing his utmost in its interest. 

Anything that tends to multiply the plans 
for national food legislation is welcomed by 
the manufacturers who are opposing such 
legislation, because it would interfere with 
the sale of adulterated, coal-tar-dyed, pol- 
sonous foods. 


Three Pure Food Bills Pending. 

There are three bills providing for pure 
food legislation now pending in congress, 
and in the order of their importance they are 
as follows: 

Heyburn bill—For preventing the manufacture, 
sale, or transportation of adulterated or misbrand- 
ed, or poisonous or deleterious foods, drugs, med- 
icines, or liquors, and for regulating traffic thereia. 

Hepburn bill—Similar to the foregoing, which 
often is called the Heyburn-Hepburn bill. 

Lorimer bill—To regulate traffic in misbranded 
articles and to permit the respective states and 
territories to regulate the sale thereof within their 
respective boundaries. 

One of these bilis will have the indorseé- 
ment of the pure food convention to be held 
in Chicago Feb. 15-24. Which one it will be 
is @ question, but there is said to be a strong- 
¢r sentiment in favor of the Heyburn bili 
than either of the others, although it is not 
without its defects. 


Favored by Administration. 


The Heyburn bill is also said to have the 
support of the administration. It is known 
to be favored by H. W. Wiley, chief of the 
bureau of chemistry, and Secretary Wilson 
of the department of agriculture has gaié 
that it answered all requirements. 

The Lorimer bill is shorter than either of 
the others and has been drafted more withs 
view to the protection of the powers of the 
various state pure food commissions than 
the others. It Is backed by the American 
Food Journal, the first number of which was 
published in this city on Jan. 15. It has the 
indorsement of Dr. Eaton, analyst of the 
Illinois pure food commission, who is said 
to have drawn it. Mr. Lorimer had nothing 
to do with it except to introduce it. Editor 
Herman B. Meyers of the food journalisa 
politica: friend of Congressman Lorimer 
and lives in his ward. 


Points in the Heyburn Bill. 


The Heyburn bill contains the followlag 
Salient points: 
Penalty of from $500 to $1,000 fine or a year’s im- 


} erisonment, or both, for any person or corpora- 


tion offering for sale or shipping into any state or 
territory any foods, drugs, medicines, or liquors 
adultezated or misbranded or which contain any 
poisonous or deleterious substance. 

That the secretary of the treasury, secretary of 
agriculture, and secretary of commerce and labor 
shall make uniform rules and regulations for the 
collection and examination of specimens of foods, 
etc. (objected to by state commissions). 

That the examination of samples shall be made 
by the bureau of chemistry of the department of 
agriculture, or under its direction (objected to by 
state commissions). - 

Drugs are held adulterated when the strength 
or purity falls below the professed standard under 
which !t is sold. When, if sold under a name ree- 
ognized by the United States Pharmacopoia, it 
differs from the test laid down at the time of in- 
vestigation. 

Candy is held adulterated by any poisonous 
flavors or colors. ; 

Food is adulterated by any substance mixed or 
packed with it so as to reduce or affect its quality 
or strength or by the abstraction of any valuable 
constituent of the article or by any added ingrediensé 
which may render such article injurious to humas 
health. ’ 

Articles of food shall be deemed misbranded if 
offered for sale under the name of another article, 
provided that the term “ distinctive name” shall 
not be construed as applying to any article sold 
or offered for sale under a mame that has come 
under general use. (Obdjectionable to genuine a4- 
vocates of pure food legislation. Under this clase 
potted pork could be sold under the “' general use ” 
name of potted chicken. Clause !s a joker.) 

Liquors shall be deemed adulterated if they con- 
tain any added ingredient of poisonous charae- 
ter. (This is a joker also, designed by one clags 
of whisky sellers against another which uses « 
blend in liquor.) 


Points in Lorimer Bill. 


With all its defects, the Heyburn bill is 
believed by many to be the most desirable 
measure, and stood a fair chance of passing 
until the Eaton-Lorimer Dill, or, as the pro- 
prietor of that publication insists it should 
be cdlled—The American Food Journal bill 
was introduced. 

The Eaton-Lorimer-American Food Jour- 
nal bill provides, among other things, for 
the marking of any adulterated or misbrand- 
ed food, within the meaning of any law of the 
state or territory tn which it is introduced 
with the word “adulterated” in inch let- 
ters. 

It provides that all food shipped into a state 
shall be subject to the operation and effect 
of the pure food laws of the state. 

District courts In the districts into which 
the shipments are made are given the same 
jurisdiction as under internal revenue laws. 

That is all there is to the bill and its brevity 
is its chief recommendation. 


Denials from State Commission. 


As to the charge that the Illinois state 
food commission is backing the bill there are 
plenty of denials. The trouble is they are 
not convincing. 

“It is my bill, none other,” said Editor 
Meyers of the American Food Journal. 

“We are supporting no particular bili,"

sted Commissioner A. Hanby Jonesand 
his assistant, Rudolph M. Patterson. 
“Tam for it, but it is not my bill,” came 
from Dr. Eaton, state analyst. 

“The fact remains that in Washington It is 
known as the Eaton-Lorimer bill and that 
every one interested in pure food legislation 
at the capital refers to it as having the in- 
dorsement of the Illinois pure food commis- 
gion. Dr. Eaton wasat the capita! when the 
bill was introduced by Congressman Lorimer 
on Jan. 16 and referred to the committee on 
interstate and foreign commerce. 

In sending the bill to the state food com- 
misefoners Dr. Eaton makes this comment: 

“The Heyburn bill, just reintroduced in 
the house of representatives, is certainly 
mot favored by a great many state food 
commissioners—it being urged among others 
objections that it would make the state de- 
partments subordinate to the federal and 
force upon the states food standards which 
they have repudiated.”’ 


Opinions of State Commissioners. 
Not all the commissioners favored the bill. 


Many of them showed by their replies that | 


they had not examined it closely. E. F. 


Ladd, the food commissioner, who does so . 


Much work in North Dakota, however, read 
it and didn’t Hke it, for he says: 


“TI am surprised at the character of the | 


bill as prepared and a copy submitted to 
me. I am more than ever surprised to see

“TI stand for the Heyburn bill and con- 

@ider it far superior to anything thus far 
prepared. The statements of the regulations 
@8 publighed in the circular are, according 
to my judgment, false and misleading. The 
enactment of the law as now before con- 
gress would in no wise interfere with the 
rights of the states to regulate the sale of 
products as they now do. Neither does It 
force upon us any standards. We are at 
liberty to fix by statute our own standards, 
to adopt those of the United States or such 
@s are prepared by food commissioners them- 
gelves or any other standard that seems 
most wise for work inthe mate. I certainly 
would never use my influence for a bill like 
the one which you have seen fit to further.” 
- Edward K. Slater, commissioner of Min- 
mesota, wrote that “it is my opinion that 
4f there are a multitude of bills introduced 
we shall have little chance to pass any of 
them. It will be necessary for all of those 
interested to pull together for the success 
of one bill and have that amended so that 
#t will cover the good points of all of them.”’ 

The commissioner of lowa pointed out de- 
fects in the bill. 


American Food Journal. 


.* The American Food Journal should havea 
chapter by itself. Started, as has been 
tated, on Jan. 15, its solicitors began to look 
for advertising. A good many persons who 
Were asked to advertise understood from the 
golicitors that the Illinois food commission 
was back of the publication, and Dr. Eaton's 
supposed connection with the journal had 
considerable to do with that impression. 

Most of the advertisers or wished for ad- 
vertisers deal in various food products. They 
Hke to be friendly with the state food com- 
mission. S® many of them advertised. Some 
of them, including two well known packers 
and a milk dealer, did not advertise, but 
wrote to the food commission.<Then Com- 
missioner Jones, who lives at Robinson, 
where, it is said, he ‘“‘ owns half the town,” 
wrote a caustic letter to Assistant Commis- 
sioner Patterson, denying. that the commis- 
sion had anything to do with the American 
Food Journal. 

The journal has its office next door to that 
of the food commission in the Manhattan 
building, and this influences advertisers. 
On its title page are the words: *“‘ A monthly 
journal devoted to the interests of the con- 
eumer, manufacturer, and food products in 
their relation to food laws.” 


Record of Editor Meyers.

Mary Allison Name of Stranger Who

The old story of craving for intoxicating 
liquors, consequent downfall, and tragic end 
was repeated in the suicide of ‘Mrs. Mary 
G. Allison, who staggered into the saioon at 
3701 Cottage Grove avenue on Monday and 
died from the effects of morphine poisoning 
soon afterwards. 

Mrs. Helen E. Starrett, 4707 Vincennes 
avenue, whose school for girls is one of the 
oldest in the city, cleared up the mystery. 
Mrs. Allison was the niece by marriage of 
Mrs. Starrett and had staid at her home for 
a year. 

“Mrs. Ailison was the widow of my 
nephew, a young business man in New 
York,”” said Mrs. Starrett. ‘ After his 
death, five years ago, leaving her with a 
little daughter 8 years of age, Mrs. Allison 
determined to study stenbgraphy. This she 
did in this city, making her home with me 
for a year. ' 

“ During the latter part of her stay with 
me I discovered she was using intoxicants. 
When I remonstrated with her she left my 
home and protection. Several times after- 
ward I persuaded her to return to the home 
of her mother in Ithaca, Mich., but she al]- 
ways broke away from her mother's care 
and returned to this city. 

“She was’a capable stenographer, but 
could not keep a place on account of her 
lapses from sobriety. It is the tragic end 
of a once beautiful woman, reared amid 
all the refinements of life.”’ 

From acquaintances of Mrs. Allison the 
police learned that she had been educated at 
Miss Leggett’s school for girls in Detroit. 
Some time after her husband’s death she 
lived at 202 Oakwood boulevard.

GESTION OF JUSTICE SABATH. 


If Strength Does Not Fail Him He 
Will Keep Out of Saloons for a Lim- 
ited Time and Stay at Home with 
His Wife and Chilcren—Makes 
Promise to Magistrate in Order to 
Avoid Going to the Bridewell to 
Serve a Sentence. ) 


A momentous experiment is to be made 
next Sunday by Barney Plass, 264 Johnson 
street. He is going to try to stay sober all 
day, spending the hours with his wife and 
children. If his strength fail him not, he 
is not to darken the door of a saloon from 
morning till night. 

Plass drove his wife and children into the 
street last Sunday and the woman had him 
arrested. He was brought yesterday before 
Justice Sabath. 

‘ Sunday would not be Sunday without the 
jag,”’ Plass said, as the justice examined 
him. ‘“* That is part of the week’s work. 

‘It is the only pleasure a poor man has. 
You've got to go to the saloon in the after- 
noon if you want to meet your friends. And 
to stay there, of course you've got to drink. 
And if you drink how can you help getting 
drunk?’ 

Sabath Suggests Experiment. 

Justice Sabath then suggested the experi- 
ment. 

“ Did you ever try staying home with your 
wife and children on Sunday?” he asked. 

Plass looked helplessiy around the room. 

‘“ Not that I can remember,’’ said the pris- 
oner, talking slowly and feeling his way as 
he spoke. ‘“ Why, judge, I’ve been drunk 
every Sunday in my life as far back as I can 
remember. Do you mean it, what you’re 
saying?” 

The court let it be known that its utterance 
was in sober earnest. 

‘“‘I’'m going to lay out a program for you 
for next Sunday,’’ Justice Sabath went on. 
“Sleep late. When you get up put your old 
clothes on and do what tinkering you can 
find about the house. After you have 
mended the chair with the broken back—I 
know you've got one—and finished the other 
jobs wash up and shave. 

‘‘Put on your boiled shirt, bow tie, and 
turn down collar, and sit down with your 
coat on and look over the comic section of 
your morning newspaper with the children. 
They'll help you enjoy it. The‘ paper 
will cost —— of one beer—you can 
afford it. 

Take Children Out Walking. 

‘‘ While your wife is preparing dinner take 
the children out for a walk up Halsted street. 
Stop and let them look into the show windows 
as long as they want to. 

‘* There'll be time for a long smoke after 
dinner. Loaf around in your slippers, sit in 
the easy chair by the window, and watch the 
children play, or take a nap on the couch. 

‘“‘In the evening you are to go with your 
wife on a visit to her sister or some friend. 
You are to come back in good season and 
retire, so that you can get enough sleep. 
And you will wake up Monday morning feel- 
ing better than you have for many years. 
Will you give the plan a trial? ’’ 

Plass sat dumbly listening to the program 
mapped out for him. Then he said he would 
try it—yes, he would—come what might. 
Justice Sabath continued the case to Feb. 8 
to await the outcome of the experiment.

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BROKER'S WIFE ON STAND. 


MRS. M’REYNOLDS TELLS OF EX- 
PENSES OF HOUSEHOLD. 


Declares Her Husband Allowed Her 
$500 a Month Since May, 1905, and 
Twice That Amount for a Year 
Previously — Accountant Testifies 
That Warehouse Receipts for Grain 
Exceeding the Capacity of Elevator 
A Were Issued as Collateral. 


An account of the living expenses of the 
family of George S. McReynolds of the 
bankrupt grain brokerage firm of McReyn- 
olds & Co. was given by Mrs. Hattibell 
Cook McReynolds, wife of the head of the 
defunct concern, at the hearing yesterdgy 
before Referee in Bankruptcy Sidney C. 
Eastman. 

Mrs. McReynolds said she received from 
her husband $500 a month for her household 
expenses since May, 1905, and for a year 
prior to that time she received $1,000 a month. 
The books of McReynolds show that he paid 
to his wife $7,949 since January, 1905, and 
$900 on various dates between Jan. 1 and 15, 
this year. Mrs. McReynolds stuck to’ her 
declaration that she had received only $500 
a month. Pag 

During..her examination, which was con- 
ducted by James Rosenthal, attorne¥ for 
the receiver, Mrs. McReynolds showed signs 
of extreme nervousness. She wore a green 
gown, chinchilla coat, and green velvet hat, 
trimmed withared plume. The examination 
was interrupted frequently by objections 
raised by her attorney, A. R. Shannon, most 
of which Referee Eastman overruled. 


Tells of Household Expenses. 

She testified that In spite of her large al- 
lowance she had only the rent of the house 
in Glencoe, table expenses, and the wages 
of four servants to pay. The rent of the 
house was $75 a month. All other expenses, 
including insurance on the property, life in- 
surance premiums, horses, carriages, and 
the wages of anothér servant, were paid by 
McReynolds. It was shown tnat McReynolds 
had paid bills amounting ‘c $3,100 for dry 
gecods and other articles bought during the 
last year. 

Mrs. McReynolds said her only property, 
except her househcld goods at Glencoe, isa 
tract of land in Lake Forest, the deed to 
which McReynolds had given her in 1901. 
She had bought no furniture, she said, for 
several years, and most of it had been given 
to her by friends. 

McReynolds was a spectator in the court- 
rgom during the examination of his wife. 


Little Grain in the Bins. 


Edward Oakford, an expert accountant, 
produced figures to show that at the time 
of the failure there should have been 2,206,000 
bushels of grain in elevator A at South Chi- 
cago. kgm gestae receipts ,epresenting this 
amount had been issued as collateral to the 
benks, although the capacity of the elevator 
is only 1,500,000 bushels. Oakford testified 
that only 6,400 bushels of grain werein the 
bins, with one or two carloads outside.

RAILROAD TO CHECK SMOKE. 


Illinois Central Asks Inspector to 
Abandon Suits and Promises to 
Obey City Ordinance. 


John G. Drennan, counsel for the Illinois 
Central railroad company, informed Chief 
Smoke Inspector Schubert yesterday that 
the railroad will use smokeless coal in its 
Twenty-seventh street house hereafter. He 
asked the inspector to delay filing the threat- 
ened suits against the company until he can 
confer with the officials of the road, and in- 
timated that other reformsmay follow. The 
city has been contending against the smoke 
nuisance at Twenty-seventh street for some 
time and has sued the company repeatedly, 

Mr. Schubert visited the tracks of the ra!]- 
road company along the lake front and found 
conditions greatly improved. Inspector Pal- 
nter found six violations by che Illinois Cen- 
tral company and one by the Michigan Cen- 
tral road. 

Inspector Nichols reported four violations 
by the Pennsylvania company. Some of its 
engines were using soft coal. Inspector 
Schubert may bring the suits under the new 
law today, but he is waiting until more 
violations are found.

RADICALS HUNT UP MATERIAL 
FOR THE MAYOR. 


Henry M. Ashton, Special Counsel, 
and I. M. 0. League Go After Data 
Which Are to Be Presented to Mr. 
Dunne with Object of Inducing Him 
to Kill the Ordinante After It 
Passes the Council — Ogden Com- 
pany Permits Stopped. 


Some of Mayor Dunne’s radical advisers 
seem to fear he may allow the 8 cent gas 
ordinance to become a law and were busy 
yesterday preparing material on which could 
be based a veto. Henry M. Ashton, whois 
drawing $25 a day as special counsel in the 
gas litigation; wrote to Prof. Edward Bemis 
of Cleveland for a statement opposing settle- 
ment on the 85 cent basis, and the L. M. O. 
league also took the matter up. 

Addison Blakely of the I. M. O. league came 
out during the day with a statement that 
even 75 cent gas was not low enough and 
demanding a price of @cents. He and his 
friends were willing to go even lower than 
that if the gas companies proved obstinate. 

“The companies had better grab at the 
chance to get 75 cents for their gas,” declared 
Mr. Blakely. ‘‘ It will be their last chance. 
If this controversy is carried on much longer 
we will give them 60 cent gas, and if that 
will not do we will fix the price at 50 cents. 
The companies must understand they must 
take what the city is willing to give them. 


Mayor in e Quandary. 

The mayor is understood as being in ® 
quandary over the gas situation. He sticks 
to his original position that 75 cents is enough 
for gas in Chicago, but at the same time it 
would be so plainly bad politics for a mayor 
to veto an ordinance to which the com- 
panies have agreed, cutting the price from 
$1 to 85 cents on the promise that some 
years in the future the extra 10 cents can 
be lopped off, he does not know what to do in 
thecase. A veto just now, on the eve of the 
election on the result of which all his hopes 
for municipal ownership depend, might re- 
sult in the defeat of his $75,000,000 Mueller 
law certificate ordinance. 

His radical friends, however, are insisting 
that consenting to anything short of 75 cents 
would be a victory for the hated “ gas trust ” 
ana an abandonment of principle as well, and 
are urging a veto of the ordinance if it passes 
the council. They have his ear all the time, 
his more conservative friends having been 
practically frozen out of his councils. 


Mills Case Hearing Today. 


The ‘‘Mills’’ case comes up for hearing 
before Judge Grosscup today. The city is 
defending it on the ground of collusion, 
claiming that Mills, the plaintiff, is really 
acting for‘the People’s Gas company. Al- 
though the agreement between the gas com- 
panies and the council committee provides 
that the 75 cent ordinance of 1900, out of 
which this suit grew, shall be repealed, it is 
especially provided that the lawsults re- 
sulting from that ordinance shall continue. 

When the repeal of this ordinance was 
being discussed by the committee Mr. Ash- 
ton made a speech against it, and Ald. Ray- 
mer replied: ‘“ You need not worry; we will 
not take your job away from you.”

FIRST STEPS ARE TAKEN. 


Temporary Organization of Asso- 
ciation Formed at Meeting 
in City Hall. 


Illinois policy holders in legal reserve 
mutual life insurance companies soon will 
have a voice in the expenditure of the millions 
of dollars which they annually pay into the 
coffers of the big insurance companies if the 
intentions of the Life Insurance Policy Hol@- 
ers’ association of Illinois become realities. 

Temporary organization of the association 
was effected yesterday at a meeting of dele- 
gates from many of the big clubs and mu- 
nicipal organizations held in the mayor’s 
office in the city hall. ‘he organizations 
which were represented at the meeting are: 
The Lilinois, Marquette, Press, Lincoln, Sher- 
idan, Bankers’. Germania, Ashland, Lake 
Bluff Country, Standard. Hyland Park, Ken- 
wood, Builders’, Casino, Hamilton, and Me- 
noken clubs, the Chicago Jewelers’, the Chi- 
cago Board of Fire Underwriters’ and the 
Credit Men’s associations, and the Civic fed- 
eration. 

The organization will endeavor to secure 
the proxies of all of the policy holders who 
heretofore have had no voice in the expendi- 


| ture of their own money and to secure repre- 


sentation in the boards of trustees of all 
of the big legal reserve life insurance com- 
panies. 


Temporary Officers Chosen 


H. 8S. Vail of the firm of Henry 8S. Vail & 
Sons, actuaries, wae elected temporary chair- 
man, and Attorney A. N. Eastman temporary 
secretary. A committee selected the follow-

The directors expect by securing the proxies 
of policy holders who up to the present time 
have had no word in the business of the in- 
surance companies in which they have poli- 
cles, to secure representation in the meeting 
of the boards of directors of these compa- 
nies. 


Insurance Agents Excluded. 

When the meeting was called to order it 
was discovered that agents and representa- 
tives of six insurance companies some of 
which wera represented by two men, were 
among the delegates. 

‘*I move that the membership consist only 
of policy holders in legal reserve mutual 
companies resident in Illinois who are inde- 
pendent of obligation to any particular com- 
pany or companies,’ said one of the dele- 
gates. 

The motion was adopted and the uninvited 
delegates left the meeting. . Temporary 
Chairman Vail addressed the delegates, tell- 
ing of the purposes of the organization and 
the means of carrying out these purposes. 

“The 192,000 policy holders in Illinois are 
powerless to conserve their own best inter- 
ests by working singly and alone, but with 
the nomination of a man to represent them 
in the meetings of the officers of the various 
companies all this would be changed,”’ said 
Mr. Vail. “‘ A strong and able man working 
wisely, diplomatically, but In a fair and fear- 
less way, would do much to keep down ex- 
penses and secure the adoption of conserva- 
tive measures for conducting the business.”’ 

The next meeting™yvill be called immediate- 
ly after the report of the first board of di- 
rectors has been drawn up. 


Wisconsin Ready to Act. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 80.—[Speciakh ]— 
“ Wisconsin’s insurance investigating com- 
mittee intends to begin investigating the 
Wisconsin Mutual Life Insurance company 
of Madison on Saturday,” said State Senator 
Julius E. Roehr today, when he returned 
from a conference with the Armstrong com- 
mittee in New York. 

“ The first week will be taken up at Mad- 
ison. The committee will then wait two or 
three weeks until the report of the Arm- 
strong committee has been made to the New 
York legislature. That report will be used 
as a compass, directing us in some measure 
in the task of investigating the other Wis- 
conain life insurance company, the North- 
western Mutual of Milwaukee. It will take 
us a month to look into the Northwestern 
Mutual.’’ 


Mutual Reserve Company Sued. 

Omaha, Neb., Jan. 20.—[{Special.J—John L. 
Webster, one of Nebraska’s leading repub- 
licans has filed a suit in the federal court 
against the Mutual Reserve Life Insurance 
company of New York for $11,000 for breach ° 
of contract, alleging the company has in- 
creased the bi-monthly payments in violation 
of the terms of the contract made in 1890, 
when he took out a policy in favor of his wife. 
He alleges two causes of action, suing for 
$6,000 on one and $5,000 on the other. 


Attack Companies in Nebraska. 

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 30.—A suit was started 
in this state today to oust the alleged fire 
insurance trust from Nebraska. The suit is 
brought in the name of Burton H. and 
Charlies A. Shoemaker, who uave had pri- 
vate litigation against one of the companies, 
but it is really an organized effort on the 
part of several Nebraska business men to 
stop alleged trust law violations by eleven 
leading fire insurance companies of the, 
country.

Banquet Attended by Delegates to Insur- 
ance Convention Which Will Begin 
Today at the Palmer House. 


At the banquet of the Life Underwriters’

HITS OIL TRUST CHARTER. 


New Jersey Senator Asks Legislaturete 
Annu) Standard Company’s Rights 
in State for Law Violations. 


Trenton, N. J., Jan. 30.—A resolution d- 
recting the attorney general of New Jersey 
to institute legal proceedings against the 
Standard Oil company for the purpose eof 
annulling and forfeiting the charter of the 
company in New Jersey was introduced in 
the legislature today by Senator Minturn. 

The resolution refers to the testimony of 
the witnesses produced in New York in the 
case of the state of Missouri against the oil 
monopoly, and declares that It appears from 
the testimony that the “ iniquities and evils 
incident to this greatest of all trusts” are 
due to the laxity of the New Jersey corpora- 
tion laws under which the Standard Oil Com- 
pany of New Jersey was organized. 

Senator Minturn’s resolution declares that 
the laws of the different states and the United . 
States are habitually violated by the agents 
of the Standard company. ,

RATECABAL BLOW 


Rejects Ultimatum of Sena- 
torial Triumvirate, Ald- 
rich, Elkins, and Kean. 


DOLLIVER AID TO REFORM. 


Friends of Administration Im- 
proving Their Opportunities 


in Senate. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—[{Special.J— 
President Roosevelt has rejected decisively 
the ultimatum of the senatorial triumvirate, 
Aldrich, Elkins, and Kean, with reference to 
the amendment they declared must be made 
to the Dolliver railroad rate bill in order to 
bring about its passage by the senate. The 
president did not mince words in describing 
his attitude. 

“TI will not accept it,” he said, emphat- 
ically this morning, “‘under any circum- 
etances.”’ 

This amendment appears at first blush to 
be a cOmpromise; it made what to the sena- 
tors named was a great concession—gave the 
interstate commerce commission power to 
fix rates, but it destroyed the value of this 
concession by giving the railroads the right 
to appeal to the courts in case of ‘‘ any in- 
justice.” In other words, the interstate com- 
merce commission might fix a reasonable 
maximum rate, but its decision would not 
be final. The courts would have the review- 
ing authority. The commission would be in 
this case merely an obstacle in the way ofa 
prompt decision of any complaint of un- 
reasonable rates. It would be a hindrance 
which would better be out of the way. 


Dolliver Confers with President. 


Senator Dolliver saw the president.this 
morning about the amendment. When it was 
Submitted to President Roosevelt a week 
ago friends of Aldrich, Elkins, and Kean 
claim he tentatively expressed his approval 
of it. It was pointed out to him that there 
were many measures pending in congress 
which must be passed for his own vindica- 
tion. The Santo Domingan treaty, for in- 
Stance, can be ratified only if ail the repub- 
eans stick together and are joined by some 
democrats. The Philippines tariff bill, which 
Was passed by the house, fs in a perilous 
condition in the senate Philippines commit- 
tee. The statehood bill is possible of passage, 
according to conservative senators, only 
through the adoption of the Foraker amend- 
ment, which authorizes a vote by the people 
of the two territories on the question of joint 
statehood. 

But the president is not being frightened 
by the bogies which are being flourished be- 
fore his eyes. He wants the Santo Domingan 
treaty ratified and he wants the Philippine 
tariff legislation. He is not so determined 
with reference to statehood. But he prefers 
railroad legislation above anything else, be- 
Cause it is a matter of overwhelming im- 

ortance tothe American people. Secretaries 

oot and Taft have advised the president 
to come to some agreement with the railroad 
advocates in the senate, but Attorney Gen- 
eral Moody has pointed out to him that the 
proposal which has been made would nullify 
@ll he set out to obtain. 


Pressure for Compromise. 


. ‘Pressure has been brought to bear upon 
Benator Dolliver to induce him to agree to 
the so-called compromise. When it was 
Suggested to him during the meeting of the 
senate interstate commerce committee he 
told the committee he would not accept it, 
but anamendment could be made on the floor 
of the senate by any one who would wish 
to do so. Senator Dolliver did not mean that 
he would approve the amendment. Asa 
Matter of fact, he bitterly opposed it and 
will denounce it in vigorous language. He 
will point out that instead of the people 
having won in the fight, the railroads would 
be victors. 

Aldrich, Elkins, and Kean have sounded 
the temper of this man from lowa. They 
recognize it to be dangerous to attempt to 
amend the bill on the floor of the senate with- 
out obtaining his consent. 0 they have 
gone to the senators and asked them to talk 
with Dolliver. Senator Allison, for instance, 
Was approached, but he deciined to act until 
he knéw what he was advocating. The 
Senior senator from Iowa is as ardently in 
favor of adequate railroad rate regulation as 
his colleague. Senator Spooner has been 
urged to frame an amendment, and it is said 
tonight that he is considering the matter. 
Spooner has a fine grasp on the intricacies 
o* railroad rate problems, and, besides, any 
amendment he might draw up would have 
a certain influence with his colleagues. It is 
not believed, however, that he will consent 
to be the author of any amendments to the 
Delliver bill which do not meet the approval 
of the administration. 

It may be regarded as settled, therefore, 
that the senatorial triumvirate has received 
@ solar plexus blow on its first railroad rate 
joker. It will have others which it will 
endeavor to have adopted. Senator Dolliver 
has been dubbed the people's lobbyist, and he 
intends to follow with the utmost care every 
Gétail of the negotiations between Aldnch, 
Elkins, Kean, and the administration. The 
president and Attorney General Moody are 
@€fncouraged to believe from the overtures 
Made to them that the railroad representa. 
tives are weakening and eventually they wil, 
be brought to the line which the president 
has marked out as the limit of his recession. 
There was a conference this afternoon be- 
tween the president, Mr. Moody, and some 
@rti-railroad rate senators, but it was pro- 
@uctive of no results. 


President’s Friends Alert. 


Friends of tne administration in the senate 
are losing no opportunity to slip through leg- 
islation favored by the president. Senator 
Lodge rose ata favorable moment this after- 
noon and secured passage without debate of 
the consular reform bill. This bill now will 
0 to the house and be referred to the foreign 
affairs committee of that body. There is no 
doubt a majority of that committee, if not all 
of- its members, will favor the senate bill, 
though an attempt will be made to make cer- 

amendments. The committee will be 
asked to restcre the civil service feature to 
thé bill, but it is doubtrul if the request will 
be complied with. There is general approval 
of the provisions of the bill as it stands, ex- 
cept that which authorizes the president to 
Hx invoice fees in accordance with the valu- 
ation of goods to be imported. Large im- 
porters of Chicago and other parts of the

not again be put in the awkward position to 
which it unquestionably has been brought by 
the incautious steps taken by Commissioner 
Garfield. 


Stock Slump Explained. 

There is great difference of opinion here 
as to the reason for the severe break in the 
stock market yesterday and the continuing 
downward tendency today. The Pennsylva- 
Lia, Chesapeake and Ohio, and Baltimore 
and Ohio practically held their own in the 
market today in spite of the heavy slump 
yesterday, which would seem to indicate 
that the resolution passed by the house was 
not the principal cause for the slump, al- 
though it undoubtedly precipitated it. 

The opinion here is that the general down- 
ward tendency was caused almost wholly 
by the fact that the president refused to 
compromise on the railroad rate problem, 
and the opinion gained ground among rail- 
‘road men that the senate could not stand 
up against the overwhelming pressure of 
public opinion which has been rolled up 
back of President Roosevelt. Two or three 
months ago Wall street laughed at the idea 
of the final passage of a railroad rate regu- 
lation: bill. By Christmas time it becamea 
little anxious. Within the last week or two 
it has come to the conclusion that nothing 
can erase the handwriting on the wall, that 
a satisfactory rate bill must be passed by 
congress before it adjourns whether the rail- 
roads like it or not. This, I am told, was the 
real reason for the selling movement in Wall 
sireet yesterday and for the general bear 
tendency today. 


John W. Gates Beneficiary? 

John W. Gates, the Chicago-New York 

plunger, came over to Washington last week 
for two or three days. ‘his principal object 
having been, he said, to attend a meeting 
of the Gridiron club: Saturday night. He 
came and went before and after that func- 
tion just as J. Pierpont Morgan often does, 
and so far as can be learned Gates has mo 
perceptible influence at the capitol and was 
not especially active during his short visit 
in this city. It ts believed, however, that 
while he was here he acquired information 
which convinced him that independent news- 
papers were right in predicting the ultimate 
passage of the railroad rate bill and in say- 
ing that President Roosevelt would not con- 
sent to tue alleged compromise, whic.. would 
be nothing more or less than an actual s@l 
out of the people. 
For this reason when Mr. Gates went back 
to New York he remained on the bear side 
where he has been for some time, his firm 
having declared openly in their market let- 
ter some time ago that they could not advise 
purchases until lower levels had been 
reached. There were rumors afloat to the 
effect that Gates had been instrumental in 
some way in securing the passage of the res- 
olution providing for an investigation of the 
Pennsylvania merger. Investigation does not 
confirm the rumor in any respect. 


Resolution Offered Jan. 18.. 

The resolution was submitted to the house 
Jan. 18 by Mr. Gillespie of Texas, a new 
member, who is serving his second term, and 
who is, of course, a democrat entirely out 
of sympathy with the organization of the 
house. It has been the policy of the repub- 
lican leaders of the house for the last two 
years to pass almost every resolution of in- 
quiry which was offered in good faith, the 
theory being in this way that they would 
convince the peofle that the republicans had 
no disposition to shelter the trusts or big 
combinations. The Gillespie resolution was 
1eferred to the committee on interstate com- 
merce in the ordinary way. It was not con- 
sidered at all by that bedy. If was called 
up by its author in a perfunctory scrt o! 
fashion Monday. He claimed it was oriyt- 
leged because it called upon the head otf a 
department for information end the speaker 
sustained hj® view on the ground that the 
president was the head of all departments. 
The resolution was passed practically by 
unanimous consent at first, there being no 
real opposition. 

Under the circumstances it wasmmanifestly 
impossible for any one to have known yes- 
tcrday morning that the resolution was go- 
ing to slip through the house in the after- 
ncon.’‘ A serious objection from Mr. Mann 
cr Mr. Hepburn in behalf of the interstate 
commerce committee would have been suffi- 
ciemt to prevent immediate consideration. 
The resolution technically was privileged, 
yerhaps, but it could not have been put 
through the house without 4 committee re- 
fort except by practically unanimous con- 
sent. The resolution was not opposed at 
all until it actually had been passed, when 
Dalzell of Pittsburg, former attorney of the 
Pennsylvania railroad, and a member of the 
committee on rules, attempted to rally his 
» republican colleagues to prevent its passage. 
A motion to reconsider was laid en the table 
only by a narrow majority. 


Passage Surprises Author. 


No one was more surprised at the passage 
of the resolution than Mr. Gillespie, ite au- 
thor. He offered it in good faith, he said, 
nearly two weeks ago because he had been 
reading of the merger and thought it came 
within the operations of the anti-trust law. 
His resolution was supported with consider- 
able unction by a number of small bore con- 
gressmen on both sides of the house who 
wanted to get even with the Pennsylvania 
because it was the leader in abolishing the 
issuance ‘of annual passes to members of 
congress and other statesmen. 
generally is believed that resentment over 
the loss of passes had more to do with the 
passage of the resolution than anything else, 
the effect on the stock market not having 
been anticipated. Diligent inquiry failed to 
show that John W. Gates had anything what- 
ever to do with it. On the contrary it ap- 
pears an overwhelming majority of the 
house of representatives do not know who 
er Gates is and among them until today was 

r. Gillespie, whointroduced the now famous 
resolution.

HOUSE BEGINS RATE DEBATE. 


Both Democrats and Republicans In- 
dorse President’s Program of 
Railway Reform. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 830.—The debaTe on 
the railway rate bill was opened in the house 
today by Mr. Townsend of Michigan in an 
exhaustive argument on the general subject 
and sharp criticism of those who had opposed 
railroad rate legislation. 

Mr. Adamson of Georgia, representing the 
minority, followed in commendation of the 
measure and in praise of President Roose- 
velt's stand on the question, which he said 
the minority were availing themselves of in 
the present instance. 

Mr. Hinshaw of Nebraska depicted the ben- 
efit from the legislation to the great trans- 
Missouri country, and Mr. Richardson of

CALHOUN CLEARS 
CASTRO'S TANGLES 


Submits Result of Investiga- 
tion Into Vexatious Venez- . 
uelan Problems. 


—_— 


AMERICANS NOT POPULAR, 


Treasonable Action of Asphalt 
Concern Responsible for 
Its Troubles. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 80.—[Special.]}— 
Willlam J. Calhoun of Chicago, who was 
sent by President Roosevelt to Venezuela 
as special commissioner to investigate con- 
ditions in that country. conferred with Sec- 
retary Root today preliminary to the sub- 
mission of his final report. What will be 
done with the document hae not yet béen 
determined but- part of it eventually will 
go to congress. There are certain features 
referring to the relations of European gov- 
ernments with Venezuela which manifestly 
cannot be made public. 

Mr. Calhoun’s investigations produced re- 
sults which earned for the commissioner the 
warm gratitude of the administration. Be- 
fore he was sent south the president believed 
from reports he had received that it would 
be necessary to use force in order to protect 
the interests of American citizens, including 
the New York and Bermudez Asphalt com- 
pany. 

Mr. Calhoun was ordered to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the asphalt question, 
study the attitude of President Castro to- 
ward American interests, and ascertain the 
feelings of Venezuelans toward Americans 
and the citizens of other countries. He also 
was directed to get at the bottom of the 
celebrated Bowen-Loomis controversy. The 
last named matter passed into history, and 
Mr. Calhoun’s report in regard to it is not 
pressing on the public for the moment. 


Asphalt Concern Guilty. 

The result of his views with reference to 
the asphalt question are well known. He 
found that the New York and Bermudez 
company has been guilty of high treason, 
having contribute@ money and otherwise 
supported the revolution of General Matos 
against President Castro. : 

The company also failed to carry out’a 
number of provisions in its contract. Nor 
did it develop the asphalt mines to the ex- 
tent which the Verezuelan government 
deemed proper, preferring to work the mines 
on the island of Trinidad, a British posses- 
sion, which are more convenient for ex- 
port. 

In regard to the venality of the Venezuelan 
courts, Mr. Calhoun found evidence of cor- 
ruption which he will describe. 

It is certain from the facts Mr. Calhoun 
will present that the administration will be 
slow in advancirg the claims of the New 
York and Bermudez Asphalt company in the 
matter of restoration of its property. An 
agent of the company recently was in Cara- 
cas negotlating through Minister Russell 
with President Castro but failed to make 
an agreement. Since his return pressure 
has been brought upon the administration 
to go farther than use its good offices. No 
action yet has been taken. The conferences 
between Secretary Root and Mr. Calhoun 
probably will develop the policy to be used. 


Critchfield Case Taken Up. 


It is noteworthy that the state department 
has taken up the Critchfield question with 
Venezuela. This question grew out of the 
seizure of the asphalt property o1 an Amer- 
ican named Critchfield. Mr. Calhoun re- 
ported when he returned that the United 
States could interfere in behalf of Critch- 
field, as that citizen had spent §600,000 in 
various improvements, including the con- 
struction of a railroad, dredging of a harbor, 
erection of a plant, houses, etc., and was 
not guilty of participation in revolutionary 
movements. 

Mr. Calhoun has a certain admiration for 
President Castro, who, he has reported, isa 
much stronger man than has been believed 
in this country. At the same time he issur- 
rounded by flatterers and bad advisers, who 
get him into trouble at home and abroad. 
As soon as it is learned that a valuable en- 
terprise has bee norganized, Castro or his 
satellites scheme to get hold ofit. If only 
the natives are interested, then there is no 
danger of foreign intervention, but if for- 
eign capital be affected a protest is certain 
to come from the country to which the cap- 
ital belongs, with the consequent possibility 
of the United States becoming involved. 


Americans Not Popular. 

Americans are none too popular in any 
event in Venezuela. The natives are sus- 
picious of Americans, and they do not see 
that they derive any especial benefit from the 
presence of Americansintheircountry. The 
New York and Bermudez company is pointed 
to as representative of American methods. 
Germans are the most popular foreigners in 
Venezuela. Unlike Americans and English- 
men, they adopt Venezuelan customs, marry 
Venezuelan girls, and become practically 
Venezuelans. There are few decent Amer- 
icans in Venezuela, while there are large 
numbers of Germans who are highly respect- 
able. French and Italians are most activein 
exploiting the’country. In fact, the activity 
of Europeans generally Is far greater than is 
that of Americans, with the result that the 
former control the trade of the republic.

New York Drinks 10 Cent Whisky. 

F. J. Shead was the member who intro- 

duced discussion on the price of whisky in 

icago and New York. He was armed with 

a typewritten statement from C. W. Smith 

of New York. Excerpts from the statement 
follow: 

“New York saloonkeepers pay $1,200 a 
year for license and in the best saloons in 
that city no more than 10 cents is charged 
for ‘the best’ whisky—that is: the bar 
whisky, but for named drinks the charge is 
15 cents or two fora quarter. The regular, 
or bar goods, are sold three for a quarter, 
and, as a rule, in good places the bar goods 
are as good as the brands so much adver- 
tised. 

‘‘In Chicago one cannot go into the most 
ordinary saloon and, ordering a drink of 
whisky, pay less than 15 cents for the same, 
or two for a quarter. 

‘* Now, if New York saloonkeepers can pay 
a license fee of $1,200 and sell drinks for 10 
cents and three for a quarter, why cannot 
Chicago saloonkeepers pay a license tax 
equal to New York when the prices at which 
liquor is retailed are so much higher?” 


Criminal Cases to Be Heard. 

To clear up the congested criminal calendar 
eicht judges will begin prolonged daily ses- 
sions in the Criminal court this morning. 
About 1,500 cases confront them, but they 
will be asked to confine themselves to * emer- 
gency matters,”’ including the trials of ninety 
men and women charged with murder and at- 
tempted homicide. About 900 of the 1,500 
defendante are likely to be released if the 
courts fail to try them soon. 

Judges Brentano and Pinckney will remain 
in their rooms in the Fort Dearborn build- 
ing, but will hear criminal cases.

TRIES TO KILL BENEFACTOR. 


Charles McKay Arrested for Murderous 
Attack on George Yates, Who 
Had Befriended Him. 


Charles McKay, 19 years old, is under ar- 
rest for murderous assault on George Yates, 
50 years old, who was found unconscious 
last evening in a room at the Marshall hotel, 
368 State street, which the two had occupied 
nearly a year. 

Yates’ skull was fractured. He was taken 
to the county hospital, and after he had re- 
covered conscieusness he said McKay struck 
him on the head with a bottle, although he 
had no provocation. Yates was a cook ina 
restaurant, and he said he befriended McKay 
a year ago when the latter was out of work 
and had been his bemefactor ever since. 

Burglars stole heirlooms valued at $250 
from the residence of Mrs. L. W. Young, 715 
Fullerton avenue. Articles valued at $160 
were stolen by robbers who broke into the 
residence of Mrs. A. Calvin, 565 Dearborn 
street. 

Calvin W. Green, 35 years old, 1886 Wash- 
ington boulevard, a mail carrier connected 
with Garfield park station, made desperate 
attempts to commit suicide after he had been 
arrested and had confessed rifling many let- 
ters. He slashed his throat several times 
before the knife could be taken from him. 


PRESIDENT’S KIN BREAK RULES. 


Mrs. Cowles and Mrs. Robinson, 
Through Error of Senator, Invade 
Sacred Precincts of House. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 30.—One of the 
rules guarding the prerogatives of the house 
innocently was broken today when Senator 
Warren of Wyoming escorted President 
Roosevelt’s two sisters, Mrs. Cowles and Mrs. 
Robinson, and two gentlemen into the private 
lobby just back of the hall of the house during 
the session today. 

This lobby is so sacredly reserved for mem- 
bers that the rules forbid the speaker to en- 
tertain a motion to admit others. Senator 
Warren, accustomed to the practice of the 
senate to entertain guests in the marble room, 
which corresponds to the house lobby, escort- 
ed the party into the lobby and temporarily 
left his guests. 

Assistant Doorkeeper Kennedy, with apol- 
ogies, escorted them hurriedly beyond the 
dead line and to a place in the gallery re- 
served for the president and his friends.

GETS BODY BLOW. 


Jones Ordinance Referred to 
the City Council Commit- 
tee on Finance. 


ANGRY WORDS IN DEBATE 


Inspector McDonough and the 
Editor of the Firemen’s 
Journal Clash. 


The council committee on fire department 
yesterday declined to recommend that the 
two platoon system be installed at once. The 
ordinance introduced by Ald. Jones was sent 
to the finance committee by a vote of 6 to 4 
with the approval of the fire department 
committee, but only to be adopted if the 
necessary’ money can be obtained. 

As the members of the finance committee 
declare that they see no way at the present 
time to raise a sufficient revenue for this 
purpose, the double platoon movement must 
rest for another year at least and for the 
third time be placed in the archives of the 
council, 

The. advocates of the proposed system 
‘wanted the committee to make a direct 
recommendation to the city council. If the 
council passes the ordinance, they contend- 
ed, the money can be found, but the revenue 
will not be raised until some decismre action 
has been taken. 

Angry Words Are Exchanged. 

Considerable feeling was displayed at the 
committee meeting. Louis Cardwell, editor 
of the Firemen’s Journal, who represented 
the advocates of the system, told John Mc- 
Donough, inspector of the fire department, 
that he lied and charged that the figures 
given by Ald. Snow recently are false. In- 
spector McDonough denounced Cardwell as 
an agitator and trouble maker. 

‘I would rather see the men on the firing 
line, the men behind the guns, get an in- 
crease in their salaries, and that is the way all 
the officials of the department feel, even 
though we have been called weakling, cring- 
ing, crawling creatures in the Firemen's 
Journal,’’ Inspector McDonough asserted. 

‘*‘T want the aldermen to understand, In- 
spector McDonough, that you are telling 
a deliberate lie,’’ Mr. Cardwell shouted, rising 
from his seat. 

“You are no gentleman, and you never 
were. Your meal ticket depends upon the 
movement here,’’ McDonough retorted. 

After Inspector McDonough had listened to 
Mr. Cardwell’s argument against the condi- 
tions in the department, he presented the 
other side. 

Abuse Resented by McDonough. 

“The fireman is in a distinct class by him- 
self, apart from the other walks of life,” the 
inspector said, ‘‘and when he leaves the 
affairs of the department and listens to this 
thing and that he goes into the wrong ways. 
They are led astray by false doctrines and 
go into labor organizations, politics, and 
agitations of all kinds like little children. 

“Dr. Cardwell has abused the officials of 
the department and has talked about us as 
if we were thieves, pickpockets, and robbers. 
The sooner you pull down the red flag of 
defiance, of discord, dissension, and mutiny 
the better it will be for you. If the firemen 
would spend their days off with their wives 
and families instead of following Dr. Card- 
well around the streets it would be better 
than coming here for a thing they cannot 
get.”’ 


SHONTS TELLS OF CANAL ACTION 


Commissary Contract Rescinded Be- 
cause Markel Would Have Made 
$1,000,000 a Year. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 3i—T. P. Shonts, 
chairman of the isthmian canal commission, 
today explained to the senate committee the 
cancellation of the contract with J. E. Markel 
of Omaha for a commissary on the isthmus 
of Panama. It was claimed the contractor 
would have made $1,000,000 if it had been 
allowed to stand. 

The Markel contract took effect Sept. 7, 
1905, and was canceled on Oct. 11. Mr. 
Markel claimed expenses amounting to $5,745 
and an allowance for time. He was allowed 
a sum exceeding $10,000. Mr. Shonts said 
that Mr. Markel had gone to the isthmus 
first at the invitation of former Chief En- 
gineer Wallace to assist the commission in 
Gevising a plan of feeding employés on canal 
work. 

Senator Simmons sought to show that the 
bid of Hudgins & Dumar of New York for 
the feeding of the canal employés was lower 
than the bid of J.. E. Markel & Son. 

*“*‘As a matter of fact,’“agked Mr. Sim- 
mons, “‘ was not this contract canceled be- 
cause you received a message from Mr. 
Stevens saying the contractors would make 
$1,000,000 a year out of the arrangement 
and asking that it be held in abeyance?’ 

“Well, I remember receiving such a mes- 
sage,’’ said Mr. Shonts. “,I immediately 
called in Mr. Markel and told him we would 
have to make some other arrangements. 
Mr. Stevens said the men could be fed on the 
isthmus for 30 cents a day. Mr. Markel said 
that he could feed them for 30 cents if per- 
mitted to reduce the food to the quality 
given the laborers under Mr. Stevens’ plan.”’

TIFLIS, Caucasia. Jan. 30.—Gen Griaznoff, 
chief of staff of the viceroy of the Caucasus, 
was assassinated today, a bomb being hurled 
from ambush, hitting him on the neck and 
plowing him to pieces. Two others were killed 
and @ woman fatally injured. The assassin 
was arrested. 
The asgassin lay in wait behind a wall 
of the Alexander garden, opposite the en- 
- trance of the palace, where a carriage was 
érawn up to take the general for his daily 
drive. The assassin impersonated a painter, 
carrying the bomb concealed in a paint can. 
He was thus able to pass the sentry posted 
atthe gatesofthe park. Gen. Griaznoff, clad 
in acrimeon uniform and a white’s lamb wool 
shapka, or cap, made a shining target for the 
assassin.

A coverlet of 
simple crochet work, made by Christian's 
Preloved queen, Louise, is spread over the 


couch, which is placed amid the simplest 


surroundings. 
King Christian will be buried in the Ca- 
thedral of Rosakilde, in the chapel of Fred- 


erick the Fifth, where the body of his wife | 


was interred. 
King’s Funeral to Be Simple. 


Following the wishes of King Christian, 


the funeral will be attend: d with little ccre- 
mony. 


The body, which will be placed in | 


a coffin tomorrow, will not actually lle tn | 
state, but prior to the entombment, which is | 


expected to take place in about a fortnight, 
it will be visited by the chiefs of state. To-

Prior to the proclamatior of his accession | 
this afternoon, King Frederick held a coun- | 
cil of state, at which the ministers tendered | 
their resignations and were requested to re- | 


tain their posts. Afterwards the new ruler

tian the Seventh’s palace the cabinet min- 
isters, presidents of the rigsdag, the chief 
civil and military officials, and the court 
cignitaries. 

Then came the important ceremony of the 
day: Promptly at noon the premier stepped 
out on the balcony of the palace and thrice 
shouted to the assembied throng: 

“King Christian IX, is dead! Long live 
his majesty, King Frederick VIII.” 


Frederick Greets His Subjects. 

Sonorous hurrahs broke from the crowd 
in front of the palace and reéchoed down the 
streets opening on Amalienborg square, the 
flags on the public buildings were run up to 
the mastheads, and a royal salute was thun- 
dered from the city’s forts. 

The king then appeared on the balcony and 
addressing the crowd below said: 

“Qur old king, my dearly beloved father, 
has closed his eyes. He fell asleep peacefully 
and calmly, having faithfully discharged his 
royal duties to the last. In taking over the 
heavy heritage placed on my shoulders I 
cherish the confident hope and offer a sincere 
prayer that the Almighty may grant me 
strength and happiness to\carry on the gov- 
ernment in the spirit of my dearly beloved 
father and that I may have the good fortune 
to reach an understanding with the people 
and their chosen representatives on al] that 
tends to the good of the people and the hap- 
piness of our beloved fatherland. 

“Let us join in the cry ‘ Long Live the 
Fatherland.’ " 

Later King Frederick announced his ac- 
cession to the throne in the following formal 
proclamation: 

We, Frederick VIII, king of Denmark, by the 
grace of God, etc., do hereby announce and make 
known that our dearly beloved father, King Chris- 
tian IX., was yesterday gathered to his fathers 
by a sudden but calm and peaceful death. We have 
thereupon, in accordance with the law, ascended 
the throne. While thus assuming this high and 
responsible position for which the Almighty has 
chosen us, it is our determination to maintain un- 
swervingly the constitution of our country and to 
preserve the rights and privileges of our whole 
people. If the people themselves will have the 
game confidence in their king which we have in 
our people, then will God grant his grace and 
blessing to ail of us. 


Monarchs to Attend Funeral. 

King Haakon of Norway, Queen Alex- 
andra of Bngland, and King George of 
Greece are expected to arrive in a few days, 
as’ well as a number of other princes and 
princesses from the continental capitals. It 
is thought that the emperor of Russia will 
attend the funerai, but this is uncertain. It 
is announced that Emperor William will be 
present in person, coming in a warship, which 
he will occupy during his stay.

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PROTECT THE FOOD SUPPLY. 

The Illinois pure food commission is gen- 
erally and justly regarded as a joke. It is 
& serious joke, too.. The protection of the 
food supply of the community from mis- 
branding and -harmful adulteration is a 
matter of primary social importance. It 
demands the attention of an intelligent, en- 
ergetic, and determined public authority. 
The Illinois pure food commission is instead 
active for political purposes, but notoriously 
inactive in food protection. Its personnel is 
@ conspicuous example, left over from the 
previous state administration, of strictly 
political appointments. It furnishes berths 
for a certain number of retainers. In many 
other states the eorresponding commissions. 
are active and useful bodies. Probably the 
Iilinois commission does less than a quarter 

as much work as the commissions of the 
various neighboring states, at least some of 
which receive a much lower appropriation. 

It is time this situation wasended. The 
people of this city and state should receive 
a proper return in actual benefits for the 
$80,000 appropriated for this commission, 

' Any one informed on the subjec ows that 
Chicago's food supply is not_ag@quately 
guarded. Yet what important benefits are 
derived from this commission’s efforts? One 
rarely hears of it, and then only of inconse- 
quential efforts. 

Multitudes of residents of Chicago can 
recall how, in the farming days of their 
childhood, nearly all the family food was 
produced and prepared athome. The grains 
were grown in the fields and ground at the 
local grist mill, the vegetables were raised in 
the garden and stored in the cellar. The 
farm yielded beef, mutton, pork, poultry, 
ges, butter, and milk. . The purity of these 
supplies was assured by the fact that they 
were prepared by the very people who were 
to consume them. 

Today the food of these multitudes is pro- 

duced and prepared entirely apart from the 
household, and by strangers whose ultimate 
aim is business profit. The processes, too, 
are often complicated and abstruse. It is 
impracticable for the consumer, by his own 
action, to protect himself against fraud. He 
must rely on public action, The state pure 
food commission should, therefore, be his 
protector. It should keep close and scien- 
tific watch over all foods handled in the 
state, should promote appropriate legislation 
on the subject, should be continually analyz- 
ing samples, giving needed warnings, and 
prosecuting offenders. It should effectually 
gnard the public: against imposition and 
harm through-fraudulent practices in the 
production and purveying of food. Instead 
the Illinois commission simply performs suf- 
ficient work to show a color of justification 
for its existence. 

The governor should deal with this state of 
things without further delay. He should do 
£0 unswerved by political calculations, and 
without fear or favor respecting the numer- 
ous and important special interests con- 
eerned. The head of this commission should 
be a highly qualified and energetic specialist, 
and should be held responsible for its organ- 
ization and work. Illinois should have a 
pure food commission worthy of the great 
food producing state which it is, of the high 
reputation which it ought to have as such, 
and of the popular need for protection 
against fraudin foods. The governor should 
act. 


A MYSTERIOUS DISAPPEARANCE. 
Mr. John D. Rockefeller of New York 
and Cleveland, like Mr. Frank J. Constam 
tine of Chicago, has suddenly disappeared, 
and thus far it has proved impossible to find 
him. He seems to have been last seen at 
his New York house. One report says that 
when he left it his destination was his coun- 
try home near that city, another that it was 
Cleveland, but at each of these places it is 
stated that he is not there. Another report 
_ wes that he had gone to Europe to see his 
sister. Still another was that he was at the 
bedside of his aged father. As it is impos- 
sible to verify any of these conflicting 
rumors serious fears are beginning to be felt, 
especially by Mr. Hadley of Missouri, that 
Mr. Rockefeller is Jost. 
The fears are groundless. Mr. Rocke- 
feller will turn up in due time none the 
“worse for his temporary disappearance from 
" public view. The attorney genera) of Mis- 
souri has lately been manifesting an ex- 
~ traordinary curiosity about certain matters 
in regard to which Mr. Rockefeller is sup- 
posed to have special information. He 
_ would have liked to question Mr. Rocke- 
feller in relation to those matters. But Mr. 
Rockefeller, as is well known, is of a modest 
and retiring disposition. He does not court 
the sunlight of publicity, in which many 
men so love to bask and which is so much 


praised at the present time for its healing 
_. qualities. He prefers seclusion when men

DOUBLE THE SALOON LICENSES. 

The controller informs the council] in 
transmitting his estimates that the amount 
of money available for this year’s expendi- 
tures will be $13,445,000 under existing 
laws and ordinances. One-tenth of that sum 
will go to pay the interest on the bonded 
debt and on temporary loans. The remain- 
ing nine-tenths do not suffice for the needs 
of a large and growing city. The chief of 
police has asked for $4,455,000 for his de- 
partment so that the police force may be 
strengthened as it should be. The con- 
troller, bearing in mind the urgent needs 
of other branches of the public service, has 
cut down the police department estimate to 
$3,570,000. 

If the council shall determine to make 
the larger appropriation it will be neces- 
sary to take $885,000 from other depart- 
ments whose proper maintenance is essen- 
tial to the public welfare. But the demands 
of the fire department for more men and 
engines cannot safely be ignored. The ap- 
propriations for street lighting and purposes 
of sanitation cannot be reduced. Mani- 
festly there must be more revenue if there 
are to be more policemen and better protec- 
tion against criminals. 

The aldurmen know that there must be 
more revenue. They know that there is 
but one way to get it—by raising saloon 
licenses to $1,000. There are aldermen who 
will not admit this, though they know it to 
be true. They suggest paltry expedients, 
such as the more general licensing of teams. 
Whatever money might be got in that quar- 
ter would be but a drop in the bucket com- 
pared with what is needed. 

The doubling of the saloon licenses will 
give the city this year $800,000 more than 
the controller estimates it will receive. With 
that added sum it will be possible to give 
the police department 1,000 more men with- 
out reducing the appropriations for the fire 


department, for street cleaning, and other, 


necessary purposes. 

The city needs more revenue. The coun- 
cil can provide it. The citizens need more 
protection for life and property. The coun- 
cil can provide it. If it shall fail todo so the 
aldermen will be held directly responsible 
for the failure.” Whenever the community 
is horrified by atrocious murders during the 
coming months, whenever the holdup men 
are active, and the burglars are specially 
busy, alarmed and angered ciffzens will call 
to task the aldermen who could have pre- 
vented all that but would not. 

The saloon license question must be set- 
tled before the April election. Aldermen 
whose terms expire this year and who look 
for reélection ought to consider what their 
chances will be if they shall put themselves 
on record against the more effective protec- 
tion of life and property in Chicago. - A vote 
against the $1,000 license is a vote for the 
benefit of the criminal classes.

INVESTIGATE THE PENNSYLVANIA. 

It is surprising that Mr. Dalzell should 
haye been able to muster so large a follow- 
ing in opposition to Mr. Gillespie’s resolu- 
tion asking President Roosevelt to furnish 
the house with the information the interstate 
commerce commission has regarding the re- 
lations between the Pennsylvania railroad 
and certain of its putative competitors. The 
fact shows that a powerful corporation can 
always find defendérs fn congress, no matter 
what the charges against it may be nor how 
well founded they may appear. But public 
opinion is more potent than any corporation. 
When Mr. Gillespie asked that members be 
put on record by a yea and nay vote his reso- 
lution was speedily carried. Many states- 
men are willing to serve law breaking cor- 
porations, but few care to risk incurring the 
displeasure of their constituents by doing so. 

It has long been believed that the Balti- 
more and Ohio, the Chesapeake and Ohio, 
and several other lines paralleling the Penn- 
sylvania were controlled by the latter road, 
but the exact nature of the éonnection be- 
tween them is not known to the public. In- 
terstate Commissioner Clements recently 
told the senate committee on interstate 
commerce that the Pennsylvania railroad 
company has acquired and now possesses 
direct or indirect ownership of a majority 
of the stock of its supposed competitors. If 
this be true it unquestionably has violated 
and is constantly violating the federal anti- 
trust law as that law was intérpreted by the 
Supreme court in the Northern Securities 
case. It was not the attempt of the North- 
ern Pacific and the Great Northern to effect 
a merger by means of a holding company or 
any harmful restraint of trade that had re- 
sulted from the attempted merger which de- 
termined the court’s decision in that case, 
but the destruction of effective competition 
which would have inevitably resulted from 
the merger’s consummation. It will hardly 
be denied that a territory where one line 
swallowed up all of its competitors would be 
as sure to be cursed by all the evil conse- 
quences of monopoly as a territory all of 
whose lines were consolidated through the 
agency of a holding company. 

The Pennsylvania, if the charges against 
it are true, has not only acted as unlawfully 
as did the Great Northern and the Northern 
Pacific, but it is in a position where it can do 
more harm than they could have donc if they 
had been letalone. Thecountry tributary to 
the Pennsylvania and its affiliated lines is 
far more thickly populated and richer than 
that throngh which the Hill lines run, and 
the temptations and opportunities for profit- 
able oppression and extortion are proportion- 
ately larger. 

President Roosevelt will no doubt prompt- 
ly take favorable action on the house resolu- 
tion. It is reported that the officials of the 
Pennsylvania have announced their willing- 
ness to supply congress with any information 
its members may wish. They should be 
given a chance to do so. Should the facts be 
found to be as alleged the Pennsylvania 
should be at once proceeded against under 
the anti-trust law. Its power, if it be true 
that it has practically absorbed its com- 
petitors, has become so great as to constitute 
it a serious menace to the good government 
and the prosperity of a large and important 
section of the country. ee 


“NOI” OR “NOIZ.” 

The Illinois State Historical society 
adopted a resolution at the meeting at 
Springfield last week that the name of the 
state should be pronounced [llinoi—that is 
to say, with the final letter“ s ” omitted. As 
this accords with the common practice in 
this state and also with the history of the 
name, some surprise may be occasioned by 
the’ feeling of the society that action was 
necessary. ‘The fact is that there are en- 
eyclopedias and gazetteers which give an 
alternative pronunciation L[llinoiz. It is 
possible that outside of the state there are 
people who are in the habit of sounding the 
final letter of the word, and to that extent 


the historical society wishes is that instead 
of merely giving the preference to the local 
pronunciation it should be the only one men- 
tioned. : 

Time and the English habit of speech 
have altered the sound of many names from 
the pronunciation used by natives. 
Constantinople, atid other ‘familiar names 
have been anglicized. But where the na- 
tives speak English, the local pronunciation 
should be adopted, if only as a matter of 
courtesy. The citizéts of Greenwich, Eng- 
land, and of Greenwich, Conn., find their 
feelings respected In their different ways 
of pronouncing the names of their towns. 
Worcester, Cirencester, Reading, and Leo- 
minster are uttered with little regard for 
spelling. Why should not the same rule 
apply to Illinois? : 

The Indians from whom the state takes 
its name were called by themselves Illini 
or Illinuk. The French explorers wrote the 
word Illinois, giving it the same termination 
found at that time in other names of na- 
tionality, such as Francois and Anglois, aft- 
erwards spelled with theending “ ais.” The 
final “s ” was silent, being preserved in the 
other words by tradition, and written in this 
word by analogy. The earliest English ex- 
plorers, trappers, traders, and settlers 


. learned the name by ear rather than from 


sight, and their pronunciation has continued 
within the state to this day. ; 

While the historical society is engaged in 
the task of preserving the name of thestate, 
it might be as well to instruct the world how 
to pronounce the name of the chief city of 
the state. The Century dictionary of names 
gives “ shi-cii-go,” in which, according to 
the key, “i” has the sound of “i” in “ pin ” 
and “#” the sound of “4” in “ father.” 
This gives a nice aristocratic sound to the 
name, and it always amuses Chicagoans to 
hear strangers pronounce it so. But to off- 
set these advantages it has the disadvantage 
of being incorrect, whether considered from 
the standpoint of tradition or local usage. 
The name, as pronounced by the first comers 
and those who have learned the name orally, 
is “ she-kaw-go.” 

Boards of education in the state of IIli- 
nois can aid in securing the correction of 
errors by refusing to’purchase for school use 
work of reference or text books in which 
such errors are perpetuated, The historical 
society should address itself to them rather 
than to the legislature, though legislative 
action may aid in securing publicity.

HAT Lord Curzon feels deeply. imbit- 
tered against the members of the de- 


funct unionist cabinet, which by their | 


treatment of him virtually forced him 

to resign the viceroyalty of India, in- 
stead of endeavoring to smooth over his dif- 
ferences with Lord Kitchener, is best shown 
by the fact that he refrained from holding 
any communication with them on his return 
to England. 

While King Edward and Queen Alexandra 
sent high dignitaries of their household to 
meet him on his arrival at the railroad sta- 
tion, neither Arthur Balfour, the ex-premier, 
nor St. John Brodrick, the former secretary 
of state for India, took any notice whatso- 
ever of the return from India of Lord Cur- 
zon, although his friendship with them, dat- 
ing from boyhood; had been so close that 
they used to call one another by their Chris- 
tian names. Brodrick the ex-viceroy did 
not see at all while in London, whereas 
he met Arthur Balfour by mere chance at an 
evening party @t the house of a mutual friend. 
The rencontre excited a good deal of inter- 
est, and while there was a marked absence 
of cordiality on the part of the former bosom 
friends, yet thé meeting passed off, on the 
whole, harmoniously. Just at present Lord 
and Lady Curzon are on the French Riviera 
recovering from the effects of their prolonged 
and trying sojourn in Indla.

It is fortunate, on the whole, that King 
Alfonso has been doing his courting of Prin- 
cess Ena of Battenberg in person at Biar- 
ritz, instead of by proxy. The employment 
of the latter always leads to embarrassing 
contretemps. Thus the proxy, who is inva- 
riably a great noble, is required by his princi- 
pal to furnish him with all kinds of details 
concerning his bride, who is apt later on to 
learn of the remarks made concerning her. 
Thus, for instance, the French duke of Bla- 
cas, when sént to obtain the hand of Princess 
Mary CarolinéXSef Bourbon-Naples for the 
royal French duke of Berry, then heir pre- 
sumptive to the throne of France, and to 
marry her by proxy at Naples, wrote to the 
royal bridegroom, in response to the latter's 
urgent request, several confidential letters 
describing the bride, one of them vouch- 


safing the information that neither the Prin | 


cess nor anybody else seems ever to “ havé 
given any care to her teeth,”’ but that they 
will *‘ be all right’’ when they have been a 
little soignées—that is tosay, brushed. While 
this was perfectly true, yet it did not make 
agreeable reading for the duchess de Berry 
when, after her marriage, she came upon the 
letters which M. de Blacas had written to 
her husband concerning her, and De Blacas 
lost thereby not only the good will of the 
duchess but likewise the friendship of the 
duke de Berry himself, who became so de- 
voted and so much in love with his wife that 
he ended by bitterly resenting the criticisms 
which had been passed upon her prior to his 
marriage. 
>. 

The queen mother of Spain was married 
by proxy, the duke of Tetuan, who was min- 
ister of war at the time of Spain’s trouble 
with America, and who, like so many other 
Spanish grandees, is of Irish descent, belong- 
ing to the house of O’ Donnell, acting as rep- 
resentative of the late King Alfonso. The 
wedding took place at Vienna, and Arch- 
duchess Christine arrived in the land of her 
adoption not as the flancée of the sovereign 
but as his full fledged consort and as queen 
of Spain. 

The present queen mother of Portugal was 
married by proxy at Florence, and was there- 
fore, even before she reached Lisbon or set 
foot in Portugal, queen of the latter country 
and wife of a monarch upon whom she had 
never set eyes in her life—and she was barely 
16 years old at the time. The ex-queen of 
Naples, sister of the late empress of Austria, 
and who now makes her home in Paris, was 
also married by proxy at Munich without 
ever having met the then crown prince of 
Naples, whom she saw for the* first time 
when, ten days after her marriage, she landed 
at Bart. 

KKing Alfonso, therefore, in courting Prin- 
cess Ena of Battenberg in person, is making 
anew departure, at any rate as far as the rul- 
ers of Spain are concerned, and in availing 
himself of t@te-a-téte automobile rides with 
the princess to press his suit is showing him- 
self in this, as in other matters, a thoroughly 
up to date monarch.

It is quietly indeed that Bavaria has just 
celebrated the centennial of her transforma- 
tion from a mere electorate into a kingdom, 
and there has been no official or popular ob- 
servance of the anniversary either at home or 
abroad. The reason for this is that the ele- 
vation of the ruler of Bavaria from an 
elector palatine to the rank of a full fledged 
king was due to the first Napoleon as a re- 
ward for the support given by Max Joseph 


of Bavaria and his people to the French in 


their sanguinary conflicts with the other 
German states and with Austria. 

That the king and his prime minister, Count 
Montgelas, should have sided with the 
French is not, after all, astonishing, for King 
Max Joseph, before ascending his electoral 
throne, spent a number of years at the court 
of Versailles in the immediate entourage of 
Louis XVI. and Queen Marle Antoinette, and 
before that had served in the French army, 
being stationed at Nancy in command of a 
cavalry regiment there. Moreover, his prime 
minister, Count Montgelas, had not only 
spent all the earlier portion of his life in 
France, where he was on terms of intimacy 
with Jean Jacques Rousseau, but was like- 
wise the chief of an old Savoyard family.

As for the worthy Bavarians themselves, 
they explained a hundred years ago their 
siding with the French against the remain- 
der of Germany by the fact that Bavarians 
were not really Teutons, but Celts, descend- 
ed from the Bolarian Gauls, Bavaria being 
according to them, a corruption of Bolaria. 
It is curious that nothing more has ever 
been heard of this ancestry and origin of 
the Bavarians since the overthrow of Na- 
polecn in 1814, and in the war of 1870 the 
Bavarian contingents of the German army 
distinguished themselves above all others 
by the intensity of their animosity towards 
the French. 

Under these circumstances it is easy to un- 
derstand why Bavaria, as the second most 
important state of the federation known as 
the German empire, should have hesitated to 
celebrate a centennial calculated to recall! 
the anti-German r6le which she played just 
a hundred years ago, the more so as it was 
out of the question to expect any of the other 
German states now allied and friendly to 
purticipate in national rejoicings in connec- 
tion with the event. 

io 

There are no people in the world so touchy 
on the score of their rights as the Scotch, 
and it was only to be expected, therefore, 
that the royal warrant recently issued to 
the earl marshal of England, granting prece- 
dence immediately after the archbishop of 
Canterbyry, the lord high chancellor of the 
realm, and the archbishop of York to the 
prime minister, as such, in England should 
have excited criticism in Scotland. Unti} 
last March there was but one table of prece- 
dence for Great Britain, with this proviso, 
that it was alternative. That is to say, by 
order of Charles II., an English duke in Eng- 
land had precedence over a Scotch duke 
there, but the exact opposite held good in 
Scotland. The 1905 decree altered this ar- 
rangement, gave a special table of precedence 
for Scotland, and accorded to English dukes 
rank and place over those of Scotland at 
Holyrood. 

The recent warrant concerning the prece- 
dence and rank of the prime minister merely 
related to England, owing to Scotland hav- 
ing now a table of precedence of its own, and 
thus it happens that the premier, although 
he happens to be a Scotsman by birth and 
by blood, has at present no place or rank as 
such in his native land, which is, to say the 
least, an anomalous condition of affairs. 
Of course, it may be claimed that this may 
be remedied by the king !ssuing another war- 
rant, assigning to the premier a place in the 
table of precedence in Scotland. But there 
will be considerable difficulty in fixing it. 
For the moderator of the general assembly 
of the church of Scotland—which is not a 
state church—has been hitherto regarded 
in a measure as the Scotch primate. But, 
whereas it would be quite fitting for the pre- 
mier to yleld the pas to the two primates of 
the state church of England, there would be 
obvious objections to the prime minister 
coming after the moderator of a sectarian 
church of Scotland. The whole trouble would 
have been obviated had it not been for the 
new Scotch table of precedence of last year, 
which the Scotch people want to see abol-

AUTHOR FLAYS IDLE RICH. 


New York,-Jan. 80.—[Special.]—Mrs. Pearl 
Mary Craigie, who writes under the pen 
name of John Oliver Hobbes, was the princi- 
pal speaker at the fifteenth annual meeting 
of the Consumers’ League of the City of New 
York at the Manhattan theater this after- 
noon. She expressed herself forcibly about 
the idle rich, saying they are the ones who 
mainly are responsible for the conditions 


which have made the Consumers’ league 


necessary.- 

Mrs. Craigie also expressed herself as 
against so-called slumming. Ske said poor 
people had as much right to their secrets as 
the rich. It was impertinent to ask them 
about their money and family troubles. 

“If I were asked to go out on such an exhi- 
bition I would first go to Duchess So and So. 
I would ask her if her husband drank, if 
they neglected their children, and if they 
were in straitened circumstances. I would 
explain that I meant no offense, but simply 
was interested in her and desired the welfare 
of her family.”’ 

Of the idle rich she said: 

‘‘ At present there is great hostility against 
the rich and especially those rich who seem 
to be idle. Workers like Marshall Field have 
won universal admiration. But persons of 
leisure are living on the returns of their cap- 
ital and have a large number of fellow- 
creatures working to bring that dividend to 
gether—to do their work. A man who has no 
employment which will content him for eight 
hours a day isn’t worth while. If you aren't 
a wage earner you have a hatred of the 
earner. 

“The French and English revolutions were 
the creations of unoccupied persons whose 
money had been got by others and who com- 
plained that their dignity was offended un- 
less they were wasting time. 

‘There is no unhappiness in work itself— 
{ft is a pleasure—but-unhappiness may come 
from uncongenial tasks and inharmonious 
surroundings. Slavery results when a person 
is tied down to work that is uncongenial and 
from which there is no escape. Education 
has swept aside class distinctions. It now is 
a battle of the serious against the triflers and 
the workers have made a clean sweep of the 
shirkers. I have never met lazy people who 
were amiable or delightful. 

‘Society periodically becomes interested 
in hospitals and orphan asylums. Upon 
these they shower liberal endowments, never 
stopping to think why the unfortunates are 
in the hospital or where the orphans will 
go after leaving their or home. If they 
have money to spare, let the rich build de- 
cent factories and tenement houses, and, 
above all, let them have classes in the pub- 
lic schools instructing the people how to 
live. Bathrooms and lavatories are un- 
known to them, but, with a little instruction, 
they would rapidly become neat and clean. 
Would we be clean !f we had to carry water 
up eight flights of stairs every morning for 
a bath?’’ 


HOW MURDER !S ENCOURAGED. 
[From the Boston Transcript. ] 

But worst of all is the inevitable delay in 
the courts. The constitution guarantees the 
accused the right of a speedy trial; but a 
speedy trial is what he does not want. And 
who shall guarantee the people a speedy 
issue? If the man who committed the atro- 
cious murder which just now horrifies Chi- 
cago were to be captured today it would be 
two years before he received his sentence, 
if indeed he were ever sentenced. 

Nor need other cities point with special 
scorn to Chicago. I do not know any Amer- 
ican city in which murder its not a safe 
crime to commit. Let me suppose a case, 
John Doe, an upright man, affectionate hus- 
band and father, comes home and finds his 
wife and child murdered. He gives imme- 
diate alarm. The murderer is captured within 
an hour. The evidence leaves no reasonable 
doubt in any sane mind as to his guilt. Is 
he promptly tried and hanged? On the con- 
trary, he is not brought to trial for months, 
and after a series of trials he is released, 
with a suspicion of guilt against the husband. 
By the skillful creation of that suspicion the 
lawyer secured the acquittal of his'client and 
is applauded as a shrewd and successful man. 
And John Doe faces the world with the feel- 
ing that half his friends secretly wonder 
whether after all he was not himself the 
guilty man. 

The case is not imaginary. On the con- 
trary, it falls below the truth. I can pro- 
duce a case in which there was no doubt itn 
any honest mind concerning the guilt of a 
triple murder, where the murderer escaped 
by just those tactics, tolerated and encour- 
aged by our courts of injustice on the theory 
that the accused must have every facility to 
create a reasonable doubt of his euilt. And 
a family that already had passed through 
horrors in the murder itself had those hor- 
rors multiplied In the series of trials in which 
all manner of suspicion of adultery, cruelty, 
fraud, and revenge were insinuated against 


members of a once happy and always virtuous 


household. So that the crime of the murderer 
was less than the crime of the court. And 
the murderer escaped. On the fifth trial one 
of the jurors had “a reasonable doubt.” 
The crime was three years old. People were 
tired of hearing of it. And the wrecked lives 
of those that are left make one regret that 
the murderer was not given leave to finish 
his work than that the court should exceed 
it in atrocity.

THE VALENCIA, SURVIVOR SAYS 


geen . 
Pageenger Tells Board of Investigation 
Sea Was Not Dangerously Rough— 
Crew Seized Raft. 


Seattle, Wash.. Jan. 30.-—C. Allison of St. 
Paul, one of the few passengers who sur- 
vived the Valencia wreck, declared today 
that at no time while the vessel was on the 
voyage was the sea dangerously rough. His 
testimony before the board of United States 
inspectors investigating the wreck created 
a small sensation. 

Mr. Allison explained that he himself had 
been a sailor, and that the surf that finatiy 
battered the Valencia to pieces could not be 
called high. All published accounts of the 
wreck described the “ high seas "’ and “ ter- 
rible surf.’’ 

(Questioned as to the actions of the vesseis 
sent to the relief of the Valencia, he said. 

‘*‘ Every one seemed to shun us. All seemed 
to be afraid to help or to attempt to help the 
tunfortunate men and women who were 
facing death. All those that succeeded in 
getting ashore immediately left the scene. 
The. vessels at sea stood off and made no 
attempt to lower a boat. In the morning, 
after the last raft put off from the Valencia, 
there was no great sea running. Nota wave 
had a comber on it. 

“There might have been some excuse for 
the Queen not coming in close, but there was - 
a tug alongside of her that did not come 
any closer than the large veseel. It all 
looked wrong to me—all wrong.” r 

“ How did it happen that so many of the 
crew were on that life raft?’ asked Inspector 
Whitney. 

‘As goon as the raft struck the water the 
crew took possession,” said the witness. 

“ What kind of weather was it when you 
were picked up by the Topeka?" 

“It was a trifle foggy, but there was no 
wind blowing. The waves did not have 
combers on them. I do not see why a boat 
could not have been lowered.” 

“Did you hear any reason given on the 
Topeka as te why no boats were lowered? ”’ 

“ None.” 

A. Willis, another passenger, testified that 
the first boat was not lowered properly. He 
said that the cliff on which the Valencia was 
wretked was so abrupt where he landed that 
he could not get to the life line that was shot 
ashore.

Wheat had a stronger tone yesterday, con- 
tinued covering by shorts being a principal 
stimulating influence. Besides the pro- 
nounced unwillingness of bears to continue 
the old pressing, the bulls had dashes of 
news to help them. ‘Throughout the session 
the cerea] displayed a firmer tone. The 
final quotations showed advances of \%c. 

Among the factors that worked for a loftier 
level were a generally improved cash in- 
quiry, an unexpectedly small increase in the 
world’s avaliable supply, and the expectation 


of a cold snap in the winter wheat region. ; 


There also was an indication that some of 
the bears had become a bit tired of pressing 
their influences against the market. On 
top—rather at the bottom—of it all was a 
slightly stronger Liverpool market. The 
northwestern markets had a higher level. 
The hard pressure there of late seemed to 
have been spent, temporarily at least. Min- 
neapolis came forth with an increase of only 
100,000 bu for three days, which, figuring on 
last week's basis, fell far under the 500,000 
bu weekly total The receipts at Duluth 
and Minneapolis were small enough to help 
the rejuvenated bullish sentiment here, eg- 
gregating only 237 cars, compared to 874 last 
week and 267 the corresponding day a year 
ago. There were messages from Minne- 
apolis to the éffect that No. 1 northern wheat 
was within lc of the May. It has not been 
long since the cash article was 3c under the 
near option. Aside from the foregoing New 
York reported 250,000 bu sold for spring ship- 
ment. Broomball referred to rains in the 
Argentine, but the report had but little effect, 
for the moisture was not of the soaking sort. 
The Bradstreet figures showed a decrease of 
74,000 bu east of the Rockies and a net t¢tal 
loss in the world’s available of 126,000 bu. 
The total cash sales were 55,000 bu locally. 
The bears made the semblance of a biuff 
early,’ but it was of weak color. Logan- 
Bryan bought 600,000 bu in the first hour. 
Wrenn, Finley, Barrell, and Kidston had 
their feet on the soft pedal, and for a time 
succeeded in keeping the tone down, The 
desire to cover, however, worked to the bet- 
terment of the market. Whether or not this 
rallying spirit is merely of a temporary char- 
acter is to be determined. The trading has 
had the compiexion of an oversold market. 
The bears are standing as pat as they have 
been standing, but the buus believe that the 
clouds are beginning to clear for them. 


Firmer Tone in Corn. 

Firmness marked the opening in the corn 
market. There was a suggestion of strength 
at Liverpool and this, in a way, was of the 
stimulative sort. The early trading, how- 
ever, showed that a part of the short inter- 
est had not been satisfied. The weather was 
to the liking of the trade, but on top of it 
came reports of almost impassable roads. 
This stirred up the opinion in some circles 
that bad roads would in the near future mil- 
itate against big offerings from the farmers’ 
bins. The bulls talked of a future falling off 
in elevator supplies, which, with continued 
snappy export demand, appeared like some- 
thing in their favor. The Bradstreet show- 
ing was tonicky, showing a decrease in the 
available supply of 903,000 bu, compared to 
an increase of 1,100,000 bu the corresponding 
period last year. The clearances at the sea- 


board were of the optimistic sort, aggregating . 


1,070,000 bu. Chicago shipped 303,089 bu and 
the local arrivals footed up 531 cars, 38 cars 
under the estimate. The estimate for today 
is 216 cars. It looked early as though Bart- 
lett-Frazier were liberal buyers; A. J. White 
and Emil Wagner also took. Knight-Mo- 
Dougal sold. The market closed %c higher 
for May and July and \%c up for January. 


Oats Display Better Strength. 


The good tone to wheat and corn had a’ 


strengthening effect on the oats market. 
There was an early evidence of recent over- 
selling. Scalpers came forward with buy- 
ing orders at the start, but good houses 
showed a disposition to take on also; the 
hand of Bartlett-Frazier was shown. The 
Northern Grain company and the Peavey 
company sold July against purchases of 
May. The receipts of the grain here were 
218 cars, of which 51 contracted Shipments 
were 404,000 bu, and the clearahces aggre- 
gated 601,000 bu. Local cash sales were 
200,000 bu, those at the seaboard being 100,- 
COO bu. Patten was reported to have said 
that his long line had not been tapped. Late 
in the session the Bradstreet showing served 
as an additional stimulant; it showed a de- 
crease of 1,048,000 bu, compared to a de- 
crease of 570,000 bu a year ago. The close 
showed prices 4@%c higher. 


Steadiness in Hog Products. 


Hog products had a slightly easier start, 
principally because of a decline in values 
at the yards. Moderate selling, presumably 
for packers in the pit, also had a depressing 
effect. Raymond, Warren, and Trego turned 
buyers, and their bidding had a resuscitat- 
ing influence. The arrivals at the yards 
were 35,000 head of hogs, 1,000 more than 
were expected, and 42,000 were estimated 
fcr today. All western points had 101,000 
read, compared to 77,600 head a week ago 
and 76,800 a year ago. The shipments of 
meat were 4,151,000 lbs, against 2,876,000 Ibs 
a year ago, those of lard being 2,009,000 Ibs, 
compared to 1,641,000 lbs in 1805. Some of 
the buying of the products had the color of 
the packers’ hands. The closing prices 
Ehowed unchanged to 244@10c higher. 


Four Cent Advance in Flax. 

Flaxseed prices were again marked up, the 
market advancing 24%@4c in sympathy with 
higher markets abroad and in the northwest. 
Continued rains in Argentina caused the ad- 
vance abroad, which was reflected in the 
domestic markets. Receipts were 10 cars at 
Minneapolis, and 55 cars at Duluth. 

Timothy was dull and neglected, prices 
quotable $3.30 for January, $3.85 for March, 
and $2.25@3.35 for country lots. Clover 
steady and unchanged at $13.25 for prime. 

Rye was quiet and steady. Offerings were 
light, and demand slow; No. 2 quotable 67%c; 
January, nominally 65c, and May 69@69%c.

| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ’CHANGE.” 


There was a slight improvement noted in 
both the local and outside cash markets 
Millers were moderate buyers here and 
prices were quotably a shade higher. Sales, 
55,000 bu, including 35,000 No. 2 hard at 4%c 
under May price in store and 15,000 bu No. 
1 northern in store at 2%c under May price. 
No. 2 red was in good demand, but offerings 
were small, holders of round lots advancing 
their prices, curtailing trade.

Lighter receipts at 
Minneapolis and a better demand from mill- 
ers narrowed the discount on No. 1 northern 
to ic. New York reported 250,000 bu Mani- 
toba sold for export, May shipment. Corn 
and oats were in good demand in the sample 
market, with prices about 4c higher for both. 
Sales, 50,000 bu corn and 200,000 bu oats. 
The seaboard reported 88,000 bu corn, 100,000 
bu oats, and 80,000 bu barley taken for ex- 
port. 

There was a lack of harmony in the advices 
relative to the flour trade. From some quar- 
ters an improvement in both the domestic 
and foreign inquiry was claimed, while other 
reports stated there was no improvement in 
either. A message from St. Louis to F. C. 
Aldrich said: ‘‘ Better domestic trade in 
flour. Can't sell for export at cable bids.” 
Another St. Louls message reported an ad- 
vance of 10c in flour by mills at points south 
of there. Hubbard~Warren-Chandler had 
the following from Minneapolis: ‘ Ru- 
mored some flour sold’ for export.”’ C. K. 
Sackett received a message from Minneapo- 
lis which said: ‘My friends say they can 
sell no patent flour abroad, and bids are re- 
duced with wheat declines. Even domestic 
sales are poor.”’ One of the largest millers in 
Buffalo wrote: “I am unable to sel) flour 
at anywhere near present quotations. These 
northwestern reports about the great demand 
for wheat from millersare simply nonsense.” 
New York reported a sale of 15,000 bris pat- 
ent flour for export. 

Broomhall’s ‘weekly crop summary says:

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BREAK IN SPOGK PRIGES 


List, Which Had Been Irregular All 
Day, Begins to Drop Rapidly in the

{BY A SPECIAL CORRESPONDENT.) 

NEW YORK, Jan. 80.—[Special.]—The 
stock market was flooded with selling orders 
in the last hour, and prices, which had been 
irregular all day, brokesharply. There were 
considerable accumulations of selling orders 
in commission houses at the opening. In 
order to guard against a threatening break 
in prices, which"might bechme dangerous to 
the volume of banking credits, large sup- 
porting orders made their appearance in the 
market to help sustain prices, as is the rule 
at times when acute weakness develops in 
the market. 

The perception that buying largely wae 
confined to this class and that it was not 
inclined to foliow any advance in prices 
was an encouragement to the renewed at- 
tack on the market late in Ahe day by the 
bear party and a new discouragement to 
those holding large lines of stocks on the 
speculation for the advanee. With the re- 
newal of the decline fresh importance was 
attached to the action in the house of rep- 
resentatives on the standing of the Penn- 
sylvania group of rallroads and to the meas- 
ure at Albany to investigate the state bank- 
ing department. 

While the market was showing resistance 
to the depression during the early part of 
the day speculative opinion was inclined to 
belittie the importance of these measures.

The variable reports of net earnings for 
December by the Erie, Lehigh Valley, Ches- 
apeake and Ohio, and the Canadian Pacific 
railroads were ignored in the rush to liqui- 
date speculative holdings. The principal 
pressure of the liquidation entered in Read- 
ing, Colorado Fuel, Union Pacific, Amaiga- 
mated Copper, Lead, Smelting, and such 
stocks, which had been the subject of ex- 
cessive or reckless speculation in the im- 
mediate past.

The 
United States Steel stocks were not much 
affected by the selling and came up strongly 
at the last, the common rising % over last 
night in anticipation of a favorable state- 
ment of net earnings for the quarter to be 
given out late in the afternoon. -

Once more the Wabash road has com¢ to 
the aid of Chicago grain merchants, so that 
Chicago and St. Louis can participate. im-the 
export grain business. Announcement was 
made yesterday that beginning on Feb. ithe 
Wabash will publish a carload rate for ex- 
port corn of 23 cents from the Missouri river 
to Boston and New York, and 22 cents to 
Philadelphia, through Chicago and St. Lomia, 
with transit privileges. 

Through this action of the Wabash tne 
Chicago and St. Louis grain merchants have 
been able to give a slap to the other eastern 
reads, which have refused to join with tne 
western roads in dividing the difference be- 
tween the local rate andanexportrate. The 
figures which will be published by the Wa- 
bash are based on the agreed differential and 
include the cost of loading on vessels. 

The export grain rate difficulty is one of 
long standing between the railroads. Inthe 
first place the gulf roads have been strong 
competitors for the business, and conference 


_ ¢ after conference has been held between the 


_ gulf amd Atlantic seaboard roads to arrive 
‘ata differential Finally last year the 
roads entered Into a disastrous fight, the 
rates going as low as 14 cents from the Mis- 
souri river to the coast, aiid all the roads 
lost money. Last fall the roads decided to 
settle upon 3% for the differential in favor of 
the gulf. = 

When the time came for the Chicago-Mis- 
souri river roads and the seaboard roads to 
e@rrive at a division of the rate, the seaboard 
roads demanded their full local tariff, throw- 
ing the whole burden upen the western roads, 
which the latter declined to accept. The 
Tate hadremained at 27 cents, with anadded 
doading charge, despite the efforts .of. the 
Chicago and 8t. Louis grain merchants to 
bring about a settlement. 

It is known that the other western roads 
are in sympathy ‘with the stand taken by. 
the Wabash, and they will without doubt 
follow their example by putting in a through 
rate of 23 cents, routing the grain east of 
Chicago and St. Louis over the Wabash- 
Lackawanna route. Of course if this is done 
i wil force the other eastern lines to meet 
the Wabash rate for.their proportion. 


Another Victory for Chicago. 

Chicago won another victory during the 
\@ay aside from the grain rate. It was 
learned in this city that A. B. Stickney, 
resident of the Great Western, has definite- 
decided not to make a carload rate on 
éry goods, which the Missouri jobbers have 
been trying to make him do. When Mr. 
Stickney was in Chicago Jast week he re- 
fused to say whether he would or would 
ot make a carioad rate, but he did tell why 


‘re @ 


** he was contemplating it, and that‘is be- 


cause the Burlington has been giving rebates 
to the Missouri river jobbers for years. 

It is strongly suspected that Mr. Stickney 
réever seriously contemplated making a car- 
load rate, but as-long as the negotiations 
were opened with him by the Missouri river 
jobbers he saw the possibilities of using 
that as a “ big stick’ to strike at his ene- 
mies, and to give the other railroads a scare. 

It would have been us to the in- 
terests of the Chicago jobbers, who do not 
sell in lots to Missouri river buyers, 
if the Great Western had put in a carload 
rate of 65 cents, as he declared he might do. 
The representatives of the jobbers here 
talked with Mr. Stickney when he was here,

The annual report of the corporation not 
yet has been published, but the results as 
compiled from the four quarterly reports 
show that the earnings for the year 1905 were 
about $120,000,000, which Is second only to the 
record year of 1002, when the corporation 
earned $183,000,000. 

The earnings in 1004 were $78,000,000, the 
smallest in the history of the corporation.
